Increase  in  Packing  Charges 

With  reference  to  the  information  on  this  subject  published 
in  last  week's  issue  of  the  C.  &>  D.,  p.  611,  the  following  is 
a  copy  of  the  circular  issued  by  the  wholesale  trade :  — 

We  beg  to  draw  attention  to  the  revised  schedule  of  Pack- 
ing Charges  which  came  into  force  from  June  1,  1937. 

On  Liquids  and  Solids 
(Liquids  in  Jars,  Bottles  or  Tins.     Solids  in  Jars,  Bottles, 
Tins,  Paper  Parcels,  Cartons,  etc.) 


Packages  of  less  than  14  lbs.  (but  of  a  size  not  specified) 
will  be  charged  at  the  rate  applicable  to  the  next  largest 
package  in  the  scale.    In  the  case  of  articles  costing  more  than 
6d.  per  lb.  the  Packing  Charge  does  not  apply.

Chemists'  Sickness  and  Provident  Society 

The  ninth  annual  meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Sickness  and  Pro- 
vident Society  was  held  at  4  and  5  Queen  Square,  London, 
W.C.i,  on  May  25,  Mr.  C.  W.  Hobson  in  the  chair.  The  chair- 
man, in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report  and  balance  sheet, 
said  he  was  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a  further  increase  of 
members.  During  1936,  120  new  members  were  enrolled  (men 
107,  women  13),  and  the  total  membership  on  December  31 
was  1,064  (men  914.  women  150)  holding  6,212  shares  (men 
5,629,  average  6  each;  women  583,  average  4  each).  In  the 
men's  section,  there  were  two  deaths,  five  withdrawals,  and 
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three  allowed  their  membership  to  lapse.  In  the  women's 
section  there  were  six  withdrawals.  The  subscription  income 
was  £10,943,  an  increase  of  £1,054  on  tne  previous  year's  total. 
The  amount  expended  in  sick  pay  in  the  men's  section  was 
£1,297  (13.05  per  cent,  of  the  subscription  income),  compared 
with  £1,160  (13  per  pent,  of  subscription  income  for  1935).  In 
the  women's  section  the  amount  paid  was  £368  (36.4  per  cent, 
of  subscription  income),  compared  with  £148  (15.3  per  cent,  of 
subscription  income  for  1935).  The  total  amount  of  sick  pay 
received  by  members  since  the  first  claim  was  paid  in  April 
1929  was  £8,503  (men  £7,214,  women  £1,289).  The  balance  of 
surplus  funds  in  the  men's  section  allowed  an  apportionment 
of  £1  gs.  4d.  per  full  share  compared  with  £1  10s.  for  1935  ; 
and  in  the  women's  section  the  apportionment  was  £1  com- 
pared with  £1  6s.  2d.  for  1935.  The  reductions  in  the  appor- 
tionments were  due  to  the  unusually  large  amounts  required  for 
sick  claims.  The  interest  received  during  the  year  from  the 
Society's  investments  amounted  to  £1,633,  and  the  whole  of 
this  sum  had  been  allocated  to  the  members'  balances  as  at 
December  31,  1935,  at  the  rate  of  4  per  cent.  The  financial 
position  of  the  Society  continued  to  grow  stronger  each  year, 
and  the  market  value  of  the  invested  funds  on  December  31 
last  was  £1,862  more  than  the  amount  stated  in  the  balance 
sheet.  There  was,  in  addition,  £1,547  in  the  members'  reserve 
fund.  The  chairman  said  it  was  obvious  they  should  use  every 
opportunity  to  secure  new  members  and  so  help  the  Society  as 
well  as  themselves,  as  with  an  increased  membership  sickness 
claims  would  be  less  noticeable.  Mr.  Stearn  seconded,  and 
congratulated  the  secretary  and  staff  on  the  past  year's  work. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  rules  was  carried: — Rule  17 
— Sick  Pay. — Add  new  clause:  "  The  Committee  may  order  an 
examination  by  a  doctor  appointed  by  the  Society  if  it  is  con- 
sidered necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  Society,  of  any  mem- 
ber who  has  been  in  receipt  of  sick  pay  for  one  month  or  more, 
and  any  member  on  the  funds  refusing  such  a  medical  examina- 
tion by  the  Society's  doctor  shall  cease  to  be  entitled  to  sick 
pay.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Society's  doctor  the  member  is  fit 
to  resume  his  occupation,  the  Committee  shall  have  the  power 
to  declare  him  off  the  funds  and  may  cause  him  to  pay  5s. 
towards  the  cost  of  the  medical  examination. 

Mr.  S.  J.  Stearn  was  elected  Chairman  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Mr.  D.  A.  Bryan  was  elected  Vice-Chairman.  Mr.  A.  R. 
Melhuish  was  reappointed  Treasurer.  Messrs.  E.  A.  Atkins, 
W.  W.  Atkinson,  D.  A.  Bryan,  B.  P.  Davies,  A.  Dobson,  W. 
Forster,  T.  Heseltine,  C.  W.  Hobson,  H.  H.  Marshall,  S.  J. 
Stearn  and  W.  J.  Tristram,  together  with  the  trustees  (Messrs. 
J.  E.  French,  W.  I.  Scholes,  and  C.  J.  Yeates)  were  appointed 
the  Executive.  Messrs.  H.  W.  Harrie,  A.  Mortimer  and  II. 
Glyn-Jones  were  reappointed  Arbitrators. 

Central  Optical  Council 

The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Central  Optical  Council  was 
held  on  May  6.  Mr.  J.  J.  Laws  (treasurer)  presented  his 
report,  showing  a  balance  of  approximately  £40.  The  following 
resolution  was  carried :  ' '  That  no  recommendation  shall  be 
voted  upon  by  the  Council  unless  all  the  constituent  bodies  are 
represented."  It  was  suggested  that  the  rule  in  the  code  of 
ethics  relating  to  the  advertising  of  prices  should  be  somewhat 
modified  to  assist  those  who  were  finding  the  restriction  onerous 
because  of  the  advertising  by  other  bodies  and  individuals.  In 
order  to  avoid  abuse  of  such  modification  it  was  proposed  that 
a  set  form  of  advertisement  be  adopted: — "  Under  the  National 
Health  Insurance  and  H.S.A.  Schemes,  insured  members  of 
Societies  giving  benefit  have  the  choice  of  glasses  ranging 
from  ..."  It  was  agreed  that  this  should  be  submitted 
to  the  organisations  as  a  recommendation  and  that  they  be 
asked  to  make  suggestions  regarding  the  prices  to  be  advertised. 
There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  regarding  representation  on  the 
Approved  Committee  proposed  to  be  set  up  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  following  resolution  was  passed: — "  That  optical 
representation  on  the  '  Approved  Committee  '  should  consist  of 
an  equal  number  of  representatives  elected  by  the  executive  of 
each  of  the  optical  organisations  represented  on  the  Central 
Optical  Council."  A  further  resolution  agreed  to  was:  — "  That 
it  be  a  recommendation  to  the  Central  Optical  Council  to  keep 
the  local  associations  acquainted  as  far  as  is  possible  with  the 
proceedings  of  the  Council,  the  report  to  be  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  chairman  and  secretary."  Other  matters  discussed  re- 
lated to  the  register,  legislation,  education,  discounts,  propa- 
ganda, and  unethical  conduct.  The  officers  were  unanimously 
re-elected. 


Inquests 

A  verdict  of  "  Suicide  whilst  of  unsound  mind  "  wa; 
recorded  at  a  recent  inquiry  concerning  the  death  of  Mr 
William  Duncan  McEwan  Hodge,  chemist  and  druggist 
Plumstead  Road,  London,  S.E.18,  who  died  of  narcotk 
poisoning. 

Bradford 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Bradford  branch  of  the  Nationa 
Pharmaceutical  Union  was  held  at  the  County  Restaurant 
Bradford,  on  May  27,  the  chairman  (Mr.  W.  Brown)  presid' 
ing.    The  secretary  (Mr.  S.  H.  Bolton),  in  his  report,  said  6: 
per  cent,  of  Bradford  chemists  had  signified  their  willingness 
to  adhere  to  the  Chemists'  Friend  scheme.      The  followinj 
officers    were    elected: — Chairman,    Mr.    J.    Hudson;  Vice 
chairman,  Mr.  W.  Croasdale ;  Secretary,  Mr.  S.  H.  Bolton 
Committee,  Messrs.  Sullivan,  Craven,  Brown,  Wilson,  Greei 
and  Richardson  (the  last  two  subject  to  their  consent).

Sentence  was  postponed  at  London  Sessions,  on  May  28J 
on  Richard  Wellard  (23),  scaffolder,  of  no  fixed  address,  whcj 
pleaded  "  Guilty  "  to  breaking  into  the  shop  of  Franci!f 
Hicks  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  chemists,  Battersea  Bridge  Road,  S.W.,  ancj 
stealing  goods  valued  £3  12s.;  and  into  the  shop  of  Timothy 
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Whites  &  Taylors,  Ltd.,  King's  Road,  Chelsea,  S.W.,  and 
stealing  goods  to  the  value  of  £io. 

Close  on  three  centuries  of  consistent  encouragement  of 
British  arts  and  manufacture  are  embodied  in  an  exhibition, 
by  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts,  John  Street,  Adelphi,  London, 
W.C.2,  of  documents  and  objects  connected  with  its  history. 
The  exhibits  include  a  handbill,  dated  1777,  offering  the  gold 
medal  for  the  transplanting  of  breadfruit  trees,  which  Captain 
Bligh  (of  H.M.S.  "  Bounty  "  fame)  went  out  to  earn  and  which 
he  ultimately  gained  in  1793  ;  a  group  of  Swedes  and  mangel- 
wurzels,  exemplifying  the  Society's  encouragement  and  im- 
provement of  agriculture  in  the  eighteenth  century.  The 
once  famous  "  Society  of  Arts  "  shilling  paintbox,  eleven 
million  of  which  were  sold  between  1852  and  1870,  and  the 
I  Drill  Reviews  "  held  by  the  Society  from  1870  onwards, 
anticipating  the  Government's  present  efforts  for  the  promo- 
tion of  national  physical  fitness,  are  illustrated.  In  addition, 
there  are  the  minutes  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Society  at 
Rawthmell's  Coffee  House  on  March  22,  1754,  written  in  the 
beautiful  copperplate  handwriting  of  William  Shipley,  its  first 
secretary,  and  the  subscription  book  of  the  earliest  members 
of  the  Society,  containing  the  signatures  of  Samuel  Johnson, 
the  brothers  Adam,  Edward  Gibbon,  Samuel  Richardson, 
Thomas  Chippendale  (the  only  known  autograph  still  extant), 
Lord  Romney  and  others  ;  a  catalogue  of  the  first  exhibition 
of  contemporary  art  ever  held  in  this  country,  arranged  by 
the  Society  on  April  21,  1760  ;  a  letter  from  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin, who  was  for  a  number  of  years  a  member  of  the  Society, 
and  at  one  time  chairman  of  one  of  its  committees  ;  a  model 
of  the  first  electro-magnet,  demonstrated  by  Sturgeon  before 
the  Society  in  1825  and  awarded  a  silver  medal  ;  and  a  very 
early  "  popular  "  microscope  sponsored  by  the  Society.  On 
p.  641  is  illustrated  one  of  the  exhibits  of  closest  concern  to 
the  drug  trade — a  collection  of  natural  commodities  which 
were  awarded  prizes  by  the  Society  at  various  times.

cultural Society's  Show  in  Belfast,  which  ended  on  May  29. 
In  the  Dexter  section  he  gained  two  second  places  and  one 
third. 

Kilkenny  Drug  Association. — Chemists  from  Clonmel,  Kil- 
kenny, Callan,  Graiguenamanagh,  Thomastown,  and  other 
centres  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Waterford,  Tipperary  and 
Kilkenny  Drug  Association  held  recently  at  the  Metropole 
Hotel,  Kilkenny,  Mr.  Loughman,  Clonmel,  in  the  chair.  Repre- 
sentation on  the  Irish  Drug  Association  committee  and  the 
issue  of  licences  for  the  sale  of  horticultural  and  other  poisons 


by  non-pharmacist  or  druggist  traders  were  discussed.  It  was 
decided  to  make  representations  to  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland  on  the  second  matter.  The 
chairman  reported  on  a  meeting  of  chemists  held  in  Cashel,  co.

It  was  recommended  that  the  price 
of  pot.  iod.  in  the  I.D.A.  price  list  should  be  reduced  to  is. 
per  oz.  Other  matters  discussed  included  dispensing  by 
medical  men  in  certain  areas,  and  the  incursion  of  outside 
optical  firms  to  the  detriment  of  chemist-opticians. 

— The  annual  golf  competition  for  the  McMullan 
Challenge  Cup  and  other  prizes  was  held  at  Donaghadee  on 
May  26  in  glorious  weather.  After  very  keen  play,  the  two

Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


I  Commented 

last  week  upon  the  rising  "  overheads  "  the  re- 
tailer is  faced  with  ;  and  on  p.  611  of  the  same  issue  you  give 
details  of  increased  packing  charges  which  came  into  force 
on  June  1.  These  charges,  I  learn,  are  due  mainly  to  the 
higher  cost  of  materials  which  are  used  in  "  dressing"  the 
bottle  or  package  ;  the  charge  is,  of  course,  quite  distinct 
from  that  made  for  the  container,  if  this  is  of  the  type  to  be 
charged.  A  good  example  of  what  is  meant  by  a  "  packing 
charge"  is  to  be  found  in  the  case  of  such  a  chemical  as 
potassium  bromide.  Taking  the  28-lb.  quantity  as  represent- 
ing a  free  packing  charge,  packing  charges  operate  if  this 
quantity  is  divided  into  4x7  lb.,  7x4  lb.,  or  2-lb.,  i-lb. 
and  8-oz.  lots.  In  the  case  of  the  i-lb.  packages  twenty-eight 
of  these  have  to  be  put  up,  and  it  is  unfair  to  expect  to  pay 
the  same  pound  rate  for  these  as  for  the  large  parcel.  These 
increased  charges  apply  principally  to  chemicals  ;  in  the  case 
of  galenicals  the  system  of  charging  up  for  smaller  quantities 
than,  say,  a  Winchester  is  not  carried  out  so  systematically. 
A  sound  rule  is  observed  by  most  drug  houses  of  charging  an 
increased  rate  per  pound  if  this  is  divided  into  2x8  oz.  or 
4x4  oz.  There  is  also  what  is  known  as  a  "minimum 
charge,"  which  is  6d.  Increased  charges  to  retail  chemists 
will  necessarily  affect  their  net  profits  in  the  long  run.  They 
must  be  passed  on  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

The  Display 

featured  on  p.  620,  and  commented  upon  on  p.  621, 
should  remind  your  readers  of  what  can  be  done,  at  this 
season  of  the  year  particularly,  in  featuring  requisites  appeal- 
ing to  the  holiday  instincts  of  the  man.  What  opportunities 
the  chemist  in  business  has  to-day  compared  with  his  brethren 
of,  say,  twenty-five  years  ago !  Beards  were  worn  to  a  much 
greater  extent  than  they  are  now,  and  the  razor  of  the  old- 
fashioned  type  was  in  common  use.  In  selling  toilet  aids  the 
pharmacist  is  violating  no  traditions  ;  rather  is  he  carrying 
them  on  with  added  lustre.    It  is  true  that  the  bazaars  are 


catering  for  this  class  of  trade  to  an  amazing  extent,  as  a  visit 
will  prove,  but  the  pharmacist  is  on  solid  ground  when  he 
offers  products  of  quality.  A  good  badger-hair  shaving  brush, 
for  instance,  is  a  sound  investment,  as  also  is  a  standard  razor 
set.  Your  summer-time  suggestions  on  p.  621  are  very  helpful. 
Some  chemists  have  a  flair  for  unusual  window  displays,  and 
those  drawing  attention  to  some  aspect  of  outdoor  life  can  be 
made  now  and  for  several  months  ahead.  If  the  chemist  is  to 
depend  upon  those  customers  who  visit  him  for  well-defined 
wants  during  the  summer  he  may  find  it  a  quiet  time  ;  he  has 
to  extract  business  from  those  who  probably  did  not  intend  to 
buy,  but  find  the  lure  of  his  windows  more  than  they  can 
refuse. 

I  Welcome 

the  succinct  suggestions  of  Dr.  John  Shiel  on  the  future 
of  dispensing  (p.  635).  Anyone  who  has  given  time  to  a  con- 
sideration of  what  must  happen  before  chemists  could,  legally, 
be  regarded  as  the  only  persons  to  dispense  medicines  has 
realised  that  the  medical  profession  would  prove  a  powerful 
stumbling-block,  and  that  prolonged  negotiations  would  be 
necessary  before  the  beginnings  of  any  arrangement  came  into 
sight.  Certain  it  is  that  agreement  on  the  subject  could  not 
be  secured  by  any  legislative  action  involving  pressure  on  the 
doctors  ;  and  I  hope  that  our  leaders,  if  ever  they  think 
seriously  on  the  problem,  will  be  prepared  first  of  all  to  nego- 
tiate with  them  in  a  friendly  way.  I  often  get  the  impression 
that  there  is  an  air  of  unreality  about  the  demands  of  chemists 
for  the  sole  right  to  dispense.  The  subject  may  appear  to  be 
a  suitable  one  to  talk  about  at  association  meetings  or  dinners, 
but  if  it  were  seriously  contemplated  as  practical  politics  I 
imagine  there  would  be  a  good  many  men  who  would  look  on 
such  a  prospect  with  misgiving.  I  am  sure  that  unless  fees 
were  adjusted  on  a  much  more  generous  scale  than  are  those 
for  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing  to-day,  it  would  be 
more  than  ever  necessary  to  run  side-lines  to  help  to  pay  for 
the  losses  on  dispensing

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Legal  Reports 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. — At  Marylebone  Police 
Court,  London,  on  May  28,  Grosvenor  Pharmacy,  Ltd., 
Edgware  Road,  W.2,  were  fined  20s.  for,  not  being  an 
authorised  seller  of  poisons,  selling  strychnine  contained  in 
compound  syrup  of  hypophosphites  ;  20s.  for  selling  codeine 
phosphate  in  Veganin  tablets,  the  sale  not  being  effected  by 
or  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist.  The 
defendants  were  also  ordered  to  pay  £8  8s.  costs.  There  were 
also  summonses  against  the  defendants  for  unlawfully  selling 
strychnine  in  compound  syrup  of  hypophosphites  not  under 
the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist  ;  and  for  selling 
cocaine  hydrochloride  in  a  cocaine  and  boracic  eye  lotion,  not 
under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist.  These 
summonses  were  withdrawn.  Mr.  A.  C.  Castle,  prosecuting, 
said  that  the  defendants  had  complied  with  the  requirements 
of  Section  9  of  the  Act  'to  have  a  resident  superintendent, 
but  at  the  time  of  the  purchase  they  had  no  registered 
pharmacist  in  charge  of  the  premises.  Mr.  Hugh  Jones,  for 
the  defence,  said  that  one  of  the  directors,  a  lady,  who  was 
present  in  court,  was  a  fully  qualified  chemist.  This  was  the 
first  time  the  company  had  been  in  any  trouble.  They  had, 
since  the  inspector  called,  put  their  house  in  order.  The 
assistant  who  served  him,  although  not  qualified,  had  had 
fifteen  years'  experience. 

At  Liverpool  Police  Court  on  May  26,  Crown  Hardware 
(Liverpool),  Ltd.,  Scargreen  Avenue,  were  fined  ^20,  with  42s. 
costs,  for  having  sold  a  bottle  of  carbolic  disinfectant  and  a 
bottle  of  ammonia  when  not  on  the  list  of  persons  entitled 
to  sell  Part  II  poisons.  The  company  was  not  respresented 
at  the  hearing,  but  wrote  regretting  that,  through  negligence, 
their  name  was  not  entered  when  the  new  Act  made  it 
obligatory. 

At  the  South- Western  Police  Court,  London,  on  May  31, 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  summoned  C.  G.  Cartwright,  Surrey 
Lane,  S.W.,  for  unlawfully  using  the  description  "  Phar- 
macy." and  on  a  second  charge  for  using  the  title 
"  Pharmacist."  Mr.  A.  C.  Castle,  prosecuting,  said  that  the 
defendant  used  bill-heads  headed  M.I.S.P.  with  the  descrip- 
tion "  dispensing  and  photographic  pharmacy."  The  de- 
fendant told  the  magistrate  that  M.I.S.P.  meant  "  Member  of 
International  School  of  Practipedics."  He  was  fined  20s.,  the 
magistrate  remarking  that  if  the  defendant's  business  had  been 
larger  he  would  have  fined  him  £20. — At  the  same  court,  Letbe 
(Southfields),  Ltd.,  i'-ere  summoned  for  using  the  title  "  phar- 
macist," and  on  another  charge  for  having  sold  morphine, 
contained  in  Dr.  Collis  Browne's  Chlorodyne,  the  sale  not 
being  made  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 
It  was  stated  that  the  business  was  now  carried  on  by  Mr. 
Joseph  Edward  Letbe,  and  the  summonses  were  amended  by 
consent.  The  defendant  agreed  that  he  should  have  had  the 
former  firm's  bill-heads  destroyed.  He  was  fined  10s.,  with 
£2  2S.  and  £1  ns.  6d.  costs. 

Unlawful  Importation. — In  the  Dublin  District  Court,  re- 
cently, District  Justice  Lennon  imposed  a  fine  of  £100  on 
Christopher  Grouse,  Rathgar  Road,  who  pleaded  "  Guilty  " 
to  a  charge  of  unlawfully  importing  prohibited  goods,  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  Section  86  of  the  Customs  Con- 
solidation Act,  1876. 

Pharmacy  Acts  (Ireland). — In  the  Dublin  District  Court,  on 
May  26,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  prosecuted  the 
Suburban  Drug  Stores,  Ltd.,  Suir  Road,  Kilmainham,  for 
having  sold  veratrine  contained  in  Ovo  Pomade  without  hav- 
ing the  name  and  address  of  the  seller  on  the  box.  The 
justice  found  the  summons  proved,  and  imposed  a  fine  of  £2, 
with  £4  4s.  costs.  A  second  summons  against  the  same  de- 
fendants for  not  having  in  the  shop  a  qualified  chemist  who 
personally  conducted  and  managed  the  compounding  of  medical 
prescriptions  was  dismissed.  The  Probation  Act  was  applied 
in  a  summons  against  Michael  Lynch  (assistant  in  the  defend- 
ant's employ)  for  selling  the  pomade,  not  being  a  qualified 
person  within  the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  Mr.  John 
J.  Gaynor,  solicitor,  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  and 
Mr.  Ryan,  solicitor,  defended. 

Unauthorised  Possession. — At  Belfast  Police  Court,  on 
;  May  31,  Joseph  Drummond,  Kent  Street,  was  summoned  for 
'  having  on  two  dates  obtained  morphine,  he  not  being  autho- 


rised to  possess  it.  Dr.  Mills,  Crown  Solicitor,  prosecuting, 
said  the  defendant  suffered  from  asthma  and  was  being  treated 
by  Dr.  Rosenoerg.  Ihe  latter  gave  him  a  prescription  that 
entitled  him  to  get  atropine.  The  defendant  altered  the  pre- 
scription to  include  morphine,  presented  it  at  Messrs.  Grattan's 
pharmacy,  and  obtained  a  supply.  Regarding  the  second 
summons,  apparently  by  some  means  the  defendant  obtained 
a  blank  sheet  of  Dr.  Rosenberg's  notepaper,  and  either  he  or 
someone  on  his  behalf  filled  it  up  to  obtain  morphine.  He 
again  presented  it  at  Messrs.  Grattan's  and  got  morphine. 
The  defendant  admitted  the  offence,  but  said  he  altered  the 
second  prescription  in  the  same  way  as  the  first.  Dr.  Mills 
read  a  statement  which  the  defendant  had  made,  and  said 
the  offences  were  discovered  when  the  defendant  got  a  pre- 
scription from  Dr.  O'Hagan,  York  Street.  He  got  a  blank 
form  at  the  same  time,  which  he  sent  to  Messrs.  Grattan's. 
The  latter  immediately  saw  that  something  was  wrong,  sent 
for  the  police,  and  impounded  the  prescription.  The  defendant 
was  fined  £5.

The 
examination  was  adjourned. 

Re  Frederick  Victor  Chapman,  30,  Linkfield  Road, 
Cottingham  Road,  Kingston-upon-Hull,  chemists'  sundriesman. 
The  public  examination  was  held  recently  at  the  Guildhall, 
Hull.  It  was  reported  that  the  unsecured  liabilities  were 
£123  os.  id.,  and  there  were  assets  of  £7  as.  5d.  Debtor 
said  that  last  year  his  turnover  was  about  £10  a  week,  but 
since  then  it  had  dwindled  to  practically  nothing.  He  attri- 
buted his  failure  to  ill-health  caused  by  war  wounds,  and 
recent  lack  of  capital.    The  examination  was  concluded. 

Re  William  Holford  Meyer,  32  High  Street,  Bridgnorth, 
Salop,  chem  st  and  druggist.  This  receiving  order  was  made 
on  the  debtor's  own  petition,  and  according  to  the  statement 
of  affairs  which  he  has  filed,  there  are  gross  liabilities  of 
£2,824  13s.  7d.,  of  which  £1,057  gs.  7d.  is  expected  to  rank 
for  dividend,  with  net  assets  of  £2,242  us.  gd.,  or  a  surplus 
of  £1,185  2S-  2d.  The  debtor  first  commenced  business  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist  on  his  own  account  in  191 1  at  Birming- 
ham, and  since  then  he  has  had  many  businesses  in  different 
parts  of  the  country.  He  removed  to  Bridgnorth  in  June, 
1932.  During  the  year  to  March  31,  1936,  the  sales  declined 
to  £2,875,  there  was  a  net  profit  of  £213,  and  the  drawings 
aggregated  £315.  It  appears  that  the  debtor  has  been  short  of 
working  capital  for  the  past  three  or  four  years  and  during 
that  period  he  has  been  unable  to  meet  his  accounts  as  they 
became  due.  Creditors  have  been  pressing,  and  upon  execu- 
tion being  levied  against  him  he  filed  his  petition.

Anniversary  Convention  of  "  Rexallites  "  in  London 


NEARLY  750  Rexall  agents  met  in  London  for  a  three 
days'  Convention  on  May  30,  31  and  June  r.  The 
occasion  was  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  found- 
ing of  the  United  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  Liverpool  in  1912.  (Later 
the  headquarters  of  the  company  were  removed  to  Nottingham.) 
The  Convention  was  held  at  the  Victoria  Halls,  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.i.  From  6.30  p.m.  on  Sunday  there 
was  a  reception  of  those  attending,  who  were  registered  and 
provided  with  badges  and  programmes.  A  concert  followed 
at  8  p.m. 

Business  Sessions 

On  Monday  morning  Mr.  W.  C.  Church  (chairman  of  direc- 
tors, United  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.),  took  the  chair  at  the  first 
business  session  at  10  a.m.  He  made  reference  to  the  growth 
and  development  of  the  organisation  and  revealed  that  the 
volume  of  business  reached  in  1936  surpassed  all  previous 
totals.  Mr.  Thomas  Marns  (president  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  president  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade

Association,  and  himself  a  Rexall  agent)  cordially  welcomed 
the  delegates,  among  whom  were  visitors  from  the  United 
States,  Canada,  Ireland,  East  Africa,  Egypt,  Palestine  and 
Holland.  Mr.  Marns'  welcome  was  reinforced  by  printed 
messages  which  adorned  the  walls:  "  Welcome  to  our 
American  visitors,"  "  Welcome  to  our  South  African  visitors," 
and  the  like.  An  hour  of  the  morning  programme  was  allotted 
to  Mr.  Louis  K.  Liggett,  president  and  founder  of  the  American 
parent  company,  the  United  Drug  Company.  Sir  Thomas  W. 
Robinson  (managing  director,  Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson, 
Ltd.,  Dublin)  followed  with  "  Twenty-five  Years  of  Rexall." 
Other  speakers  in  the  morning  session  were  Mr.  Harold  E. 
Brown,  Hessle,  Yorks,  on  "  Putting  Rexall  on  the  Map  in  a 
Small  Town  "  ;  Mr.  W.  A.  Eales,  Coventry,  on  "  How  We  Run 
our  local  Advertising  "  ;  and  Mr.  Robert  Mellon,  Ph.C,  Cape 
Town  (past  president  of  the  Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies 
of  South  Africa),  on  "  Why  Rexall  has  been  so  successful  in 
South  Africa."  The  meeting  then  adjourned  for  lunch.  Ladies' 
parties  to  Windsor  Castle  and  to  various  points  of  interest 
culminating  in  tea  at  the  House  of  Commons  set 
off  at  1. 15  and  1.45,  and  the  business  session  was  resumed  at 
2.15  p.m.,  Mr  W.  C.  Church  again  in  the  chair.  The  opening 
speaker,  Mr.  J.  R.  Kennedy  (president,  United  Drug  Co.,  Ltd., 
Toronto,  Canada)  dealt  with  the  subiect  of  "  How  Rexall 
Operates  in  Canada."  Mr.  T.  M.  Ridley,  Ph.C,  Carlisle  (a 
director),  spoke  on  "The  Rexall  Agency  from  the  ethical 
Standpoint,"  and  Mr.  T.  H.  Flemming,  Ph.C,  Newcastle-on- 


Tyne,  followed  with  "  The  Value  of  Rexall  Medicinal  Prepara- 
tions," also  offering  suggestions  for  new  preparations.  Colonel 
B.  Taylor  Lloyd,  M.C,  C.C.,  Aberystwyth,  whose  subject  was 
"  Milestones  1913-1937,"  opened  with  a  greeting  in  the  Welsh 
language.  He  recounted  incidents  from  his  early  days  in  busi- 
ness, his  taking-up  of  the  Rexall  agency,  and  the  development 
his  business  had  undergone  since  that  time.  An  unexpected 
speaker  was  Mr.  John  Christie,  Johannesburg,  South  Africa,  a 
member  of  the  South  African  Legislative  Assembly,  who  was  in 
London  as  a  delegate  to  the  Imperial  Conference.  Mr.  Christie 
spoke  of  the  difficulties  arising  from  the  different  languages 
spoken  by  various  sections  of  the  Dominion  white  and  coloured 
populations,  but  forecast  a  considerable  expansion  of  Rexall 
business,  particularly  among  the  natives.

He  was 
followed  by  Mr.  Fred  Rogers  with  "  Greetings  from  an 
American  Rexallite  of  Thirty-Two  Years'  Standing."  The 
meeting  then  adjourned.  In  the  evening  there  was  a  theatre 
party  at  the  Gaiety  Theatre  by  invitation  of  the  company. 
Tuesday's  business  session  commenced  with  a  talkie  film 
describing  the  progress  of  the  Rexall  train  through  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  Mr.  James  Jack,  J. P.  (a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council),  introduced  the  subject 
"Why  Rexall  Progresses  in  Scotland."  He  was  followed  by 
Mr.  H.  L.  Beiles  (Governing  director,  A.  H.  Wardle  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Kenya  and  Uganda)  on  "How  our  United  Drug  Sales 
have  reached  £5,000  per  annum."  Mr.  P.  C.  Palmer,  Cairo, 
gave  an  account  of  "  Rexall  in  Egypt  and  Palestine,"  and 
Mr.  J.  C.  Young,  London  (a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council),  gave  "A  London  Agent's  Impressions." 
Lunch'  followed  and  the  ladies'  parties  set  off,  reversing  the 
previous  day's  tours,  before  the  final  business  session  was 
commenced  on  Tuesday  afternoon.  A  Dutch  agent  led  off  with 
"  Rexall  and  Bisma-Rex  in  Holland."  "  A  Talk  on  Puretest  " 
was  given  by  Mr.  Hubert  B.  Figg,  Berkhamsted.  Mr.  F.  T. 
Smith,  Ph.C,  Antrim,  Northern  Ireland,  took  as  his  subject 
"My  Best-selling  Rexall  Lines  and  Why,"  and  Mr.  A.  W. 
Morgan,  Bedford,  "  The  Future  of  the  Independent  Chemist." 
After  Mr.  C.  Benton,  Norwich,  had  described  "  My  Success  with 
Rexall  Sales,"  Mr.  W.  D.  Fee,  Boston,  U.S.A.,  concluded  with 
"  A  Salesman's  Message  to  the  Rexall  Agents  of  Great  Britain." 

In  the  evening  a  very  large  and  enthusiastic  audience 
assembled  for  the  farewell  dinner,  dance  and  cabaret.  Mr. 
W.  C.  Church  presided,  and  after  the  loyal  toast  and  a  toast 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  Mr.  Church 
proposed  the  health  of  "The  Visitors,"  and  Mr.  Louis  K. 
Liggett  and  Sir  Charles  Higham  responded.  Mr.  Martin  Daniels, 
the  managing  director  in  this  country  of  Rexall,  also  spoke  and 
paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  his  chief.

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Competitive  Descriptions  of  Goods 

(Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  May  29,  p.  6 1 6) 


THE  hearing  of  the  action  brought  by  Macleans,  Ltd., 
Brentford,  against  J.  W.  Lightbown  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
Accrington  (C.  &■  D.,  May  29,  p.  616),  was  resumed 
in  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  before 
Mr.  Justice  Farwell,  on  May  27. 

Evidence  was  given  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  by  Mr. 
Edward  Cyril  Bourns,  chemist  and  druggist,  Longmore  Lane, 
Liverpool,  who  stated  that  when  asked  for  Maclean's  Powder 
he  supplied  that  marketed  by  Macleans,  Ltd.  He  knew  of 
the  "  Mac  "  brand  sweetmeat,  and  when  asked  for  them  also 
supplied  those  manufactured  by  the  plaintiff  company.  He 
knew  of  no  other  company  who  put  a  similar  sweet  of  that 
name  on  the  market.  Occasionally  he  was  asked  for  Dr.  Hugh 
MacLean's  stomach  powder,  and  he  then  supplied  it  according 
to  the  formula  of  Dr.  Hugh  MacLean. 

Mr.  Trevor  Watson:  Before  Maclean  Brand  Stomach 
Powder  was  put  on  the  market,  did  you  know  Dr.  Hugh 
MacLean  had  instituted  certain  formulae? — It  was  not  imtil 
Maclean  Brand  Stomach  Powder  was  marketed  that  I  heard 
of  Dr.  Hugh  MacLean's  powder.  The  witness  added  that  if 
asked  for  Maclean's  Stomach  Powder  he  would  supply  that 
prepared  by  the  plaintiffs.  Before  1931  he  never  had  in- 
quiries for  Dr.  Hugh  MacLean's  formulas,  but  after  Macleans, 
Ltd.,  started  marketing  their  stomach  powder  he  received 
inquiries.  In  September  of  last  year  he  was  asked  by  a 
customer  for  some  Merrimacs.  He  handed  the  customer  a 
packet  of  Macleans  Mac  throat  pastilles.  Later  he  saw  an 
advertisement  in  a  Liverpool  newspaper  advertising  Merri- 
macs. He  thought  they  were  manufactured  by  Macleans, 
Ltd. 

Mr.  William  Stopforth,  Chapel  Street,  Chorley,  Manchester, 
said  that  the  name  Maclean  indicated  to  him  that  a  particular 
article  was  a  product  of  Macleans,  Ltd.  At  the  beginning  of 
September  1936  he  was  asked  for  Merrimacs  by  a  customer. 
He  did  not  stock  them,  but  assumed  they  were  made  by 
Macleans,  Ltd.  He  sent  an  order  for  Merrimacs  to  the 
plaintiff  company,  and  was  informed  later  that  Macleans, 
Ltd.,  did  not  manufacture  them. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Bluring,  chemist  and  druggist,  Reading,  gave 
similar  evidence.  He  also  stated  that  when  asked  for 
Maclean's  Stomach  Powder  he  supplied  the  plaintiffs'  goods. 
On  one  occasion  he  was  asked  for  Merrimacs  by  a  lady  cus- 
tomer. He  thought  she  meant  Mac  throat  tablets,  and  showed 
her  a  box.  She  said  she  desired  a  digestive  sweet.  "  I 
thought,"  said  Mr.  Bluring,  "  that  Macleans,  Ltd.,  had 
recently  marketed  a  digestive  sweet  known  as  Merrimacs.  I 
communicated  with  Macleans,  Ltd.,  and  asked  them  to  quote 
for  Merrimacs.  1  was  surprised  to  learn  they  were  not  pro- 
duced by  the  plaintiff  company." 

Mr.  Jack  Last,  Lancing,  and  Mr.  Frank  Mansfield,  Stock- 
port, also  gave  evidence.  The  last-named  said  a  customer 
came  into  his  shop  and  asked  for  Merrimacs,  explaining  that 
they  contained  Maclean  Stomach  Powder.  Witness  did  not 
stock  them,  but  later  communicated  with  Macleans,  Ltd., 
and  asked  for  a  supply,  thinking  it  was  a  new  product  they 
had  recently  put  on  the  market.  He  was  surprised  to  learn 
they  were  not  manufactured  by  Macleans,  Ltd. 

Mr.  Frederick  Swan,  chemist  and  druggist,  Twickenham, 
said  that  when  he  saw  the  word  Maclean  used  in  connexion 
with  a  pioduct  he  associated  it  with  Macleans,  Ltd.  If  asked 
for  Macleans  powder  he  would  unquestionably  give  Maclean 
Brand  Stomach  Powder  unless  it  was  clearly  pointed  out  that 
another  brand  was  required.  He  stocked  Mac  sweets,  and 
when  a  customer  asked  him  on  one  occasion  for  Merrimacs 
he  assumed  that  production  was  a  Maclean  product.  The 
witness  was  asked  by  Mr.  Bray  whether  he  stocked  any  other 
brand  of  MacLean  formula.  He  replied  that  he  did,  and  when 
people  asked  him  for  MacLean's  formula  powder  it  meant 
that  they  would  not  pay  is.  3d.  and  wanted  something  for 
sixpence. 

Mr.  William  Joseph  Wiltshire,  of  May,  Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Clerkenwell  Road,  E.C.i,  said  he  always  associated  Maclean's 
Stomach  Powder  with  that  produced  by  the  plaintiff  company. 
The  word  "  Mac  "  he  also  associated  with  Macleans,  Ltd. 

Mr.  John  Wilson,  a  director  of  W.  Sutton  &  Co.,  Ltd., 


Chiswell  Street,  E.C.i,  stated  that  he  .always  regarded 
Maclean's  Stomach  Powder,  Maclean  Brand  Stomach  Powder 
and  Maclean's  Powder  as  the  product  of  the  plaintiff  company. 
He  was  also  under  the  impression,  until  enlightened,  that 
Merrimac  was  a  Macleans,  Ltd.,  production.  He  knew  that 
Mac  throat  tablets  were  made  by  Macleans.  Mr.  Bray  :  Have 
you  ever  seen  the  plaintiffs  advertise  or  mark  their  goods  with 
the  words  Dr.  MacLean? — I  cannot  recollect.  Have  you  noticed 
that  the  plaintiffs  display  prominently  the  signature  "  Alex.  C. 
Maclean  "  on  their  goods? — Yes.  The  witness  added  that  he 
always  associated  Dr.  MacLean  with  Macleans  of  the  Great  West 
Road.  "  When  asked  for  Maclean's  Powder,"  he  added,  "  we 
always  supply  the  plaintiffs'  powder,  and  I  think  we  are  100  per 
cent,  correct."    This  concluded  the  plaintiffs'  case. 

Mr.  R.  Burrell,  K.C.,  dealt  with  the  legal  aspect  of  the 
case  so  far  as  the  plaintiffs  were  concerned,  and  submitted 
that  upon  the  evidence  Macleans,  Ltd.,  were  entitled  to  the 
injunction  asked  for. 

Mr.  Justice  Farwell  said  what  was  troubling  him-  was  this : 
as  at  present  advised  he  could  not  see,  on  any  ground,  how 
it  could  be  right  to  say,  divorced  from  some  context,  an 
honest  trader  could  not  inform  the  public  that  his  medicine  or 
preparation  was  in  accordance  with  Professor  MacLean's 
formula.    The  hearing  was  again  adjourned. 

Case  for  the  Defence 

The  defence  was  opened  on  May  28.  The  defence  was  a 
denial,  that  the  word  "  Maclean  "  or  "  Macleans  "  was  a 
trade  mark.  These  names,  it  was  stated,  had  been  well  known 
to  the  trade,  and  were  used  to  describe  a  powder  or  alkaline 
preparation  invented  by  Dr.  Hugh  MacLean  for  stomach 
disorders.  The  plaintiffs  had  used  the  word  "  Mac  "  in  con- 
nexion with  medicated  sweetmeats  recommended  by  them  for 
coughs  and  colds.  The  defendants  admitted  having  sold  a 
medicated  sweetmeat  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture  and 
known  as  "  Merrimac,"  but  they  were  advertised  as  a  remedy 
foi  stomach  disorders.  There  was  also  a  motion  by  the 
defendants  to  expunge  from  the  Register  the  plaintiffs'  trade 
mark  "  Mac." 

Opening  the  defence,  Mr.  F.  A.  Bray,  K.C.,  dealt  first  with 
his  clients'  motion  to  expunge  from  the  Register  the  plaintiffs' 
trade  mark  "  Mac,"  No.  458654  in  Class  3.  The  history  of 
the  matter,  he  said,  was  that  the  trade  mark  was  originally 
registered  in  the  name  of  Liddell,  who  was  dead.  It  then 
passed  to  a  man  named  Abbott,  and  the  plaintiffs  obtained  it 
from  him.  The  actual  position  was  that  the  trade  mark  was 
registered  for  pills  and  tablets.  The  business  which  the  pro- 
prietor was  carrying  on  at  the  time  of  the  assignment  to  the 
plaintiffs  was  an  ordinary  retail  chemist's,  and  the  plaintiffs 
did  not  intend  to  acquire  that  business  and  had  not  carried 
it  on  as  his  successor  in  respect  of  anything.  It  was  intended 
that  Abbott  should  continue,  and  the  Maclean  company  pro- 
ceeded to  carry  on  a  new  business  in  '■'  Mac  "  sweets. 

Dealing  with  the  action,  Mr.  Bray  said  the  question  was 
whether  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  any  relief.  That  was 
purely  a  question  of  fact  to  be  decided  after  the  whole  of  the 
evidence  had  been  given.  The  plaintiffs  wej>e  asking  for  an 
injunction  restraining  the  defendants  from  supplying  goods 
which  bore  the  description  "  containing  the  genuine  Dr. 
MacLean's  stomach  powder."  They  asked  that  the  defen- 
dants should  not  be  allowed  to  use  these  words  without  clearly 
distinguishing.  "  In  my  submission,"  said  Mr.  Bray,  "they 
cannot  be  entitled  to  an  injunction  of  that  character.  The 
plaintiffs  chose,  when  they  started  their  business  of  selling 
stomach  powder,  to  take,  as  a  means  by  which  they  suggest 
the  public  should  distinguish  their  goods  from  others,  the 
name  which  was  then  used  as  a  description  of  a  particular 
saline  powder  for  the  cure  of  ills  of  the  stomach.  The  claim 
for  the  injunction  cannot  possibly  be  supported." 

Evidence  for  the  Defendants 

Mr.  William  Lightbown,  managing  director  of  the  defendant 
company,  giving  evidence,  said  the  business  of  the  defendants 
was  established  in  1868  and  was  registered  as  a  company  in 
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1927.  He  had  been  associated  with  it  for  forty  years,  the 
business  being  the  manufacture  of  sweets,  both  medicated  and 
unmedicated.  The  sweets  containing  Dr.  MacLean's  stomach 
powder  were  placed  on  the  market  in  1926  under  the  label 
"  First  aid  for  the  stomach."  The  MacLean's  powder  used  by 
the  company  in  the  manufacture  of  ' '  Merrimacs  ' '  was  manu- 
factured by  Grips  Laboratories,  Ltd.,  of  which  he  was  manag- 
ing director.  Merrimacs  were  packed  in  cartons  and  also  sold 
out  of  jars. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Trevor  Watson,  Mr.  Lightbown  said 
he  withdrew  the  allegations  that  the  evidence  by  the  plaintiffs 
on  the  motion  had  been  concocted.  Mr.  Watson:  When  did 
you  first  hear  of  powder  made  up  in  the  formulas  of  Dr.  Hugh 
MacLean? — Some  years  ago.  I  suffered  myself  from  stomach 
trouble,  and  I  got  it  from  a  Harley  Street  doctor.  How  do 
you  know  it  was  MacLean  powder? — My  own  doctor  told  me. 

Questioned  with  regard  to  the  Merrimacs  label,  Mr.  Light- 
bown said  that  when  it  was  designed  attention  was  drawn 
to  MacLean's  powder  in  the  sweets.  Mr.  Watson:  What  did 
you  mean  by  the  words  "  Genuine  MacLean  powder"  ? — As 
I  understand  it.  Dr.  Hugh  MacLean's  powder.  The  witness 
was  asked  when  the  word  "  Merrimacs  "  was  first  used,  and 
he  replied  that  it  was  about  October  1936.  Questioned  as  to 
why  he  chose  the  word  "  Merrimac,"  Mr.  Lightbown  said  that 
some  years  ago  he  saw  the  name  in  a  beach  show  at  Blackpool, 
and  when  searching  for  a  name  it  occurred  to  him.  The 
witness  said  that  Merrimacs  and  the  plaintiffs'  Mac  sweets 
were  poles  apart.  Mr.  Watson:  What  right  have  you  to 
describe  your  sweets  as  "Famous  MacLean  sweets"?  — 
Because  they  contain  Dr.  Hugh  MacLean's  powder.  What 
justification  have  you  for  saying  that  the  word  "  MacLean  " 
is  common  to  the  trade  of  sweetmeats? — It  is  only  justified  in 
its  connexion  with  the  contents  of  sweets.  You  altered 
the  words  "MacLean  sweets"  to  "  After-dinner  sweets"  ?  — 
Yes.  Was  that  anything  to  do  with  the  complaints  by 
Macleans,  Ltd.? — No.  Are  you  claiming  the  right  to  sell 
simply  as  Macleans  any  article  you  may  make  up  containing 
ono  of  Dr.  Hugh  MacLean's  formulas? — I  cannot  answer  that 
because  I  am  not  interested  in  any  other  product  whatever. 

Mr.  Justice  Farwell:  Who  was  responsible  for  the  phrase 
"famous  MacLean's  sweets"? — Mr.  Lightbown  said  he 
thought  the  advertising  agent  was.  His  Lordship:  Did  Pro- 
fessor Hugh  MacLean  ever  make  sweets? — Not  to  my  know- 
ledge. His  Lordship:  What  does  "famous"  mean?— The 
immediate  popularity  of  the  sweet. 

Mf  Ernest  Sykes  Bury,  managing  director  of  J.  Bury,  Ltd., 
chemists,  St.  Ann  Street,  Manchester,  said  he  first  sold  Dr. 
Hugh  MacLean's  formulas  as  MacLean's  stomach  powder  in 

1928.  During  that  year,  1929  and  1930  he  sold  it  as  stomach 
powder.  Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Watson,  the  witness  said  he 
knew  that  Macleans,  Ltd.,  put  on  the  market  a  kind  of  sweet- 
meat known  as  Macs,  but  he  would  not  associate  Merrimacs 
with  them.  Mr.  Watson:  Have  you  ever  heard  of  Maclean 
sweets? — No. 

The  hearing  was  again  adjourned. 

When  the  hearing  was  resumed  on  May  31,  evidence  on 
behalf  of  the  defendants  was  given  by  Mr.  Stafford  Allen 
Warner,  chemist  and  druggist,  Didcot,  a  director  of  S.  A. 
Warner  &  Co.,  Ltd.  He  said  he  first  heard  of  MacLean  s 
powder  several  years  ago,  and  had  compounded  the  prescrip- 
tion. He  stocked  the  plaintiffs'  powder  from  the  time  it  first 
came  out,  but  also  kept  other  brands  and  had  it  in  bulk. 
Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Watson,  the  witness  said  that  if  some- 
one came  into  his  shop  and  asked  for  Maclean's  Brand  Stomach 
Powder  he  would  supply  that  of  Alex.  C.  Maclean. 

Mr.  Arthur  Mortimer,  secretary  of  the  Wholesale  Drug  Trade 
Association,  stated  that  he  first  heard  of  the  MacLean  formula 
about  1926  or  1927.  Asked  what  he  understood  the  expression 
"  MacLean's  Stomach  Powder  "  to  mean,  Mr.  Mortimer  replied 
that  to  him  it  meant  the  formula  of  Dr.  Hugh  MacLean.  He 
had  supplied  the  formula  in  the  days  when  he  was  in  retail 
business.  He  ceased  his  retail  work  in  1923  or  1924.  In  cross- 
examination,  Mr.  Mortimer  said  he  knew  the  Maclean  Brand 
Stomach  Powder  quite  well,  and  agreed  that  if  it  was  asked 
for  by  a  customer  it  would  not  be  right  to  supply  something 
else. 

Evidence  was  also  given  by  Mr.  Frank  Abbott,  chemist  and 
druggist,  High  Street,  Buxton,  who  said  he  took  over  the 
business  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Liddell.  He  had  executed  a 
document  assigning  to  Macleans,  Ltd.,  the  trade  mark  "  Mac." 

Other  witnesses  included  Mr.  Charles  Albert  Goodier,  of 
James  Wooiley,  Sons  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
Manchester,  and  Mr.  John  Pritchard,  managing  director  of 


Pritchards,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists,  Cheadle.  Both 
witnesses  stated  that  they  understood  MacLean's  stomach 
powder  to  mean  that  made  under  the  formula  of  Dr.  Hugh 
MacLean.  Mr.  Pritchard  said  his  firm  commenced  to  make  it 
in  1932. 

Mr.  William  Geater,  confectioners'  agent,  Southport,  said  he 
was  agent  for  the  products  of  W.  McClintock  &  Co.,  of  Glas- 
gow. Their  sweets,  he  said,  were  called  Macs.  John 
Macintosh  &  Co.'s  sweets  were  also,  he  understood,  frequently 
called  Macs  for  short,  although  he  had  not  seen  advertisements 
or  labels  to  this  effect.  Similar  evidence  was  given  by  Mr. 
Willoughby  Taylor,  manager  of  A.  J.  Andrews,  Manchester, 
wholesale  grocers  and  confectioners.  He  said  that  John 
Macintosh's  sweets  were  very  often  spoken  of  as  Macs.  This 
concluded  the  evidence. 

Counsels'  Closing  Speeches 

Mr.  F.  A.  Bray,  K.C.,  in  his  speech  on  behalf  of  the  defen- 
dants, said  there  were  several  considerations  to  be  taken  into 
account  in  deciding  whether  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  any 
relief.  What  was  complained  of  was  a  carton  and  certain 
advertisements,  which  had  to  be  judged  as  a  whole  to  say 
whether  they  were  likely  to  lead  to  deception  or  passing  off. 
The  goods  were  sweets  which  had  the  combination  of  stomach 
powder.  One  of  the  elements  relied  on  by  the  plaintiffs,  and 
of  which  they  complained,  was  the  words  "  containing  genuine 
Dr.  MacLean's  stomach  powder."  Part  of  the  relief  claimed 
was  an  injunction  to  restrain  this. 

Mr.  Justice  Farwell  said  that  what  impressed  him  was  the 
question    whether    there    was    justification    for    the  words 

MacLean  sweets  "  or  "  the  famous  MacLean  sweets."  "  Dr. 
Hugh  MacLean,"  said  his  lordship,  "never  made  a  sweet 
in  his  life,  as  far  as  I  know.  What  possible  justification  is 
there  for  saying  that  these  sweets  are  MacLean  sweets  because 
they  contain  some  proportion  of  Dr.  MacLean  alkaline 
powder?  "  "I  am  not,"  added  his  lordship,  "  saying  any- 
thing about  the  phrase  genuine  Dr.  MacLean  stomach  powder. 
That  is  a  different  matter  to  the  other  phrases  which  are 
objected  to  in  this  case." 

Mr.  Bray  asked  what  there  was  to  lead  the  public  to  sup- 
pose that  Merrimacs  meant  the  plaintiffs'  goods.  Macleans, 
Ltd.,  had  not  established  the  onus  of  showing  that  they  would 
be  deceptive. 

Mr.  Burrell,  K.C.,  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs,  asked  that  the 
relief  sought  by  his  clients  should  be  granted.  Their  case,  he 
submitted,  had  been  proved.  If  anyone  used  MacLean  stomach 
powder  in  sweetmeats  they  should  indicate  that  they  were  not 
the  goods  of  the  plaintiff,  or,  at  any  rate,  should  express  the 
contents  in  such  a  way  as  not  to  lead  to  confusion.  Dealing 
with  the  motion  by  the  defendants  to  expunge  from  the 
Register  the  plaintiffs'  trade  mark  "Mac,"  Mr.  Burrell  sub- 
mitted that  the  defendants  should  not  succeed  on  this  issue. 
The  mark  was  assigned,  and  its  use  by  Macleans,  Ltd.,  was 
not  calculated  to  deceive. 

Mr.  Bray,  in  reply,  said  the  mark  should  not  be  allowed 
to  stand.  It  was  assigned  to  the  plaintiffs'  predecessors  in  title 
by  Mr.  Abbott,  who  continued  to  carry  on  business.  The 
hearing  was  again  adjourned. 

Judgment 

Mr.  Justice  Farwell  delivered  his  judgment  on  June  1, 
following  a  brief  submission  by  Mr.  Bray  on  the  trade-mark 
issuo  raised  on  the  motion  by  the  defendants.  His  lordship 
summarised  the  facts  of  the  case  and  the  evidence  given 
during  the  course  of  the  hearing.  Continuing,  he  said  that 
in  1 93 1  the  plaintiffs'  predecessors  put  upon  the  market  a 
form  of  powder  which  was  supposed  to  be,  and  he  had  no 
doubt  was,  beneficial  to  those  who  suffer  from  indigestion  and 
other  troubles  of  that  sort.  That  was  not  a  powder  made  up 
from  a  prescription  which  belonged  to  them.  What  had 
happened  was  that  some  years  previously  Dr.  Hugh  MacLean, 
who  was  a  distinguished  physician  and  had  made  considerable 
research  into  remedies  for  the  cure  of  digestive  troubles  and 
internal  ulcers,  had  prescribed  a  form  of  powder  which  proved 
beneficial  in  those  cases.  There  were  three  formulas,  and 
the  doctor  generously  gave  the  benefit  of  his  research  to  the 
public.  The  right  to  use  these  prescriptions  was  not  confined 
to  any  one  person,  and  there  was  no  doubt  that  some  time 
prior  to  1931  the  term  MacLean's  powder,  MacLean's  alkaline 
powder  or  MacLean's  stomach  powder  was  quite  well  known 
among  doctors,  to  a  large  extent  among  chemists,  and  to  a 
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much  less  extent  among  the  public.  The  plaintiff  company  later 
made  up  this  powder,  put  it  on  the  market  and  sold  it  under 
the  signature  of  "  Alex.  C.  Maclean."  It  became  widely 
known  among  the  general  public.  That,  of  course,  did  not 
prevent  Professor  MacLean's  powder  being  sold  as  MacLean's 
powder,  and  the  plaintiffs  could  not  claim  any  monopoly. 

But  he  had  not  to  consider  in  this  case  the  rights  and 
liabilities  of  persons  who  are  putting  up  and  selling  MacLean's 
powder.  "  What  the  plaintiffs  complain  of  is  not  the  selling 
or  the  making  of  powder  by  the  defendant  company  but  the 
making  up  and  offering  for  sale  of  a  certain  medicated  sweet- 
meat." About  August  or  September  1935  the  plaintiff  company 
put  on  the  market  certain  lozenges  made  up  and  coated  with 
sugar  for  the  throat.  They  were  put  on  the  market  in  the 
name  of  Macs,  and  he  thought  they  became  well  known  to  the 
public  as  Macs,  a  lozenge  for  the  throat.  At  a  later  stage,  in 
1936,  the  defendants  put  on  the  market  a  medicated  sweet. 
They  said  it  contained  a  small  proportion  of  the  powder  made 
in  accordance  with  Dr.  Hugh  MacLean's  prescription.  The 
amount  of  the  powder  in  the  sweet  was  very  small,  and, 
according  to  the  evidence  he  had  heard,  one  would  need  to 
take  a  large  number  of  sweets  before  one  would  get  a  proper 
dose  of  the  powder.  Nevertheless,  the  sweets  did  contain 
some  proportion  of  the  powder  according  to  Professor 
MacLean's  prescription.  In  that  respect  they  differed  entirely 
from  the  plaintiff  company's  sweets.  The  defendant's  product 
waa  known  as  Merrimacs. 

Very  shortly  after  these  sweets  became  known  to  the  public 
confusion  arose  as  to  the  makers.  It  was  proved  beyond  all 
question  from  the  evidence  he  had  heard  that  there  was 
genuine  confusion.  Orders  were  sent  to  the  plaintiffs  asking 
for  a  supply  of  Merrimacs  in  the  belief  that  the  plaintiffs  were 
the  manufacturers.  Mr.  Lightbown,  who  is  managing  director 
of  the  defendant  company,  in  certain  ■  trade-mark  proceedings, 
said  in  a  statutory  declaration  that  there  had  been  no  con- 
fusion, and  the  orders  sent  by  various  chemists  to  the  plaintiffs 
ordering  Merrimacs  were  the  result  of  some  conspiracy  or 
arrangement  between  these  chemists  and  the  plaintiff  com- 
pany. "  Such  a  suggestion  as  that  is  wholly  and  completely 
without  foundation.  I  have  seen  some  of  the  chemists  in  the 
box,  and  it  is  absolutely  plain  that  there  was  no  sort  of 
collusion  between  them,  and  a  charge  of  that  kind  ought  never 
to  have  been  made.  It  was  a  most  serious  charge  of  fraud 
against  the  plaintiff  company  and  individual  chemists,  persons 
who  appear  to  be,  and  no  doubt  are,  honest  tradesmen.  Such 
a  charge  should  never  have  been  made  without  a  careful  and 
exact  inquiry.  I  desire  to  express  in  the  strongest  terms 
I  can  my  complete  disapproval  of  any  such  statement.  There 
was  confusion,  absolutely  honest  confusion,  which  arose  from 
the  advertisements  of  defendants  and  the  use  of  the  word 
Merrimacs."  That  being  so,  continued  his  lordship,  there 
seemed  to  be  every  reason  for  giving  the  plaintiffs  relief  in 
regard  to  these  sweets. 

But  it  was  said  that  so  far  as  Macs  are  concerned,  the 
plaintiffs  cannot  claim  any  monopoly  in  the  name.  It  was  said 
that  sweets  have  been  made  by  the  firm  of  McLintochs  by  the 
name  of  Macs,  and  a  few  of  these  sweets  were  medicated.  It  was 
also  said  that  Macintosh's  have  sweets  known  as  Macs.  Until 
the  plaintiffs  introduced  their  throat  lozenges  in  the  name  of 
Macs,  that  name  was  not  used  as  referring  to  any  sweets  or 
lozenges  sold  by  chemists.  The  question  of  why  Merrimacs 
was  selected  by  the  defendant  company  was  not  easy  to  appre- 
ciate. There  was  no  connexion,  so  far  as  he  knew,  with  any 
person  who  had  to  do  with  the  defendant  company  nor,  so  far  as 
he  knew,  had  they  put  on  the  market  any  goods  in  the  name  of 
Mac.  Mr.  Lightbown,  in  the  witness-box,  gave  an  explanation  he 
did  not  accept,  and  in  his  view  the  name  Merrimacs  was  chosen 
to  suggest  the  plaintiffs'  goods.  That  conclusion  was  completely 
confirmed  by  the  form  the  advertisements  have  taken.  "  What 
possible  justification  the  defendant  company  could  have  had 
for  stating  in  September  1936  that  their  sweets  were  "  the 
famous  MacLean  sweets,  when  they  had  only  been  on  the 
market  a  short  time,  I  am  wholly  unable  to  understand.  .  .  . 
Speaking  for  myself,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  is 
a  deliberate  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  defendant  company 
to  filch  from  the  plaintiffs  the  benefit  of  a  well-known  reputa- 
tion they  had  in  connexion  with  these  sweets.  ...  I  venture  to 
think  that  once  the  Court  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  there 
has  been  a  deliberate  attempt  to  create  confusion,  and  that 
confusion  has  resulted,  the  Court  is  no  longer  in  any  difficulty 
as  to  the  right  of  the  plaintiff  to  relief  of  some  kind.  No 
trader  can  complain  of  honest  competition,  but  no  trader  is 


entitled  to  endeavour  to  attract  to  his  goods  members  of  the 
public  by  inducing  them  to  believe  that  the  goods  they  are 
being  offered  are  the  goods  of  the  rival  firm.  That,  in  my 
judgment,  is  what  the  defendants  have  sought  to  do  in  this 
case  and  have  succeeded  to  this  extent,  that  persons  who  have 
come  across  the  defendants'  goods — these  Merrimac  sweets — 
and  desired  to  obtain  them,  have,  in  many  cases,  applied  to 
the  plaintiff  company.  .  .  .  The  plaintiffs  are  entitled  to  relief, 
but  I  think  the  relief  must  be  limited.  As  I  have*  said,  the 
plaintiffs  have  no  monopoly  in  the  powders  prescribed  by  Dr. 
MacLean."  His  lordship  added  that  he  would  grant  the  in- 
junction in  the  following  terms: — - 

"  An  injunction  restraining  the  defendants  their  officers  or 
agents  from  passing  off  medicated  sweetmeats  not  of  the 
plaintiffs'  manufacture  or  merchandise  as  or  for  the  plaintiffs' 
goods  and  in  particular  from  selling  supplying  or  advertising 
for  sale  medicated  sweetmeats  not  being  the  plaintiffs'  goods 
in  connexion  with  the  name  '  Merrimacs  '  (or  any  name 
of  which  it  formed  part)  or  the  description  '  Famous 
MacLean  Sweets  '  or  '  MacLean  Sweets,'  or  any  other  name 
or  description  which  by  reason  of  its  consisting  of  or  com- 
prising the  name  '  MacLean  '  or  '  MacLean's  '  is  calculated 
to  deceive  without  clearly  distinguishing  the  goods  from  the 
goods  of  the  plaintiff." 

His  lordship  said  there  would  be  an  inquiry  as  to  damages 
if  desired,  and  the  defendants  must  pay  the  costs  of  the  action. 

Mr.  Justice  Farwell  then  dealt  with  the  motion  by  the 
defendants  to  expunge  the  plaintiffs'  trade  mark  from  the 
Register.  He  said  that  some  years  ago  John  Liddell  was 
carrying  on  business  as  a  retail  chemist  in  the  North  of  Eng- 
land, and  he  applied  for  and  obtained  the  registration  of  the 
word  "  Mac  "  in  Class  3.  He  died,  and  his  business  was  taken 
over  by  Mr.  Abbott,  who  never  made  use  of  the  trade  mark. 
The  plaintiffs'  predecessors  in  title  were  anxious  to  get 
"  Mac  as  a  trade  mark  and  they  obtained  an  assignment  of 
it  from  Mr.  Abbott.  Mr.  Abbott  did  not  sell  or  assign  to  the 
plaintiffs'  predecessors  any  business  whatsoever.  All  he  in  fact 
did  was  to  pass  to  the  plaintiffs'  predecessors  whatever  rights 
he  may  have  had  in  the  trade  mark.  There  was  no  evidence 
whatever  that  any  sale  of  business  took  place  or  passed  to 
the  plaintiffs'  predecessors.  Mr.  Abbott  remained  in  the  same 
position  to-day  as  before  the  trade  mark  was  assigned.  That 
Court  had  power  to  alter  the  Register  when  the  proper 
occasion  arose.  If,  however,  it  was  once  found  as  a  fact  that 
all  that  was  done  was  an  attempt  to  assign  in  gross  the  right 
of  the  mark  then,  in  his  judgment,  it  was  not  an  assignment 
that  could  be  recognised  in  that  Court.  Here  the  evidence 
was  quite  plain  that  there  was  never  any  assignment  at  all 
of  the  goodwill  concerned  in  the  goods,  and  the  assignment  was 
wholly  ineffective.  It  was  said  he  should  take  the  mark  off  the 
Reenter.  Hp  did  not  think  that  sten  was  ri?ht  He  "wl  no 
evidence  of  the  original  proprietor.  There  was  evidence  that 
he  was  dead.  In  these  circumstances,  he  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  right  order  on  the  motion  was  to  rectify 
the  Register  bv  expunging  from  it  the  assignment  of  the  mark 
to  the  plaintiff  company.  So  far  as  the  costs  of  the  motion 
were  concerned  they  must  be  paid  by  the  plaintiffs.

Alderman  Henry  M.  Lloyd,  J. P.,  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Council,  has  been  elected  president  of  the 
Merthyr  Tydfil  Rotary  Club. 

Mr.  Thomas  Guthrie,  who  was  elected  vice-president  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  June  2,  qualified  in  1886,  and  for 
many  years  carried  on  business 
in  Clydebank,  Glasgow.  Mr.

In  accordance  with  the  best  traditions  of  comment  it 
should  perhaps  be  stated  that "  our  attention  has  been  drawn 
to  an  article  relating  to  the  Society's  new  home  which 
appeared  last  week  in  the  official  organ."  So  far  as  the 
financial  side  is  concerned,  the  total  cost  of  this  imposing 
building  with  furnishings  will  be  considerable,  but  although 
no  protest  was  raised  by  the  trade  generally  in  regard 
to  the  colossal  expenditure  on  the  building,  obviously 
pharmacy  in  the  future  will  regard  the  cost  of  its 
upkeep  with  considerable  interest.  Chemists  who  come 
up  to  London  from  the  provinces  will  no  doubt  be 
intrigued  and  perhaps  they  will  swell  visibly  at  the  idea  of 
pharmacy  being  housed  in  such  a  sumptuous  building. 
When  the  cost  of  annual  upkeep  has  to  be  met,  however,  they 
may  be  less  inclined  to  agree,  as  apparently  they  did  by 
abstention  from  voting  recently  on  the  question  whether 
pharmacy  needs  so  palatial  a  home  as  has  been  considered 
necessary  by  the  Council. 

It  is  common  knowledge  that  the  high  standard  of 
education  required  from  entrants  into  pharmacy,  coupled 
with  the  poor  rewards,  has  deflected  from  the  trade  youths 
who  have  a  high  intelligence  quotient.  It  is  indeed  difficult 
to  understand  the  policy  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  especially  if  a  comparison  is  made  between  the 
Society  and  the  British  Medical  Association,  which  is  under- 
stood to  be  a  representative  professional  body.  The  B.M.A. 
conducts  no  examinations,  it  has  no  school,  it  has  no 
pharmacological  laboratories  where  examinations  of  articles 
of  commerce  are  conducted.  It  is  accordingly  difficult  to 
understand  why  the  registered  chemist  to-day  should  have 
to  contribute  to  the  upkeep  of  such  ventures.  The  full 
brunt  of  this  new  building  must  fall  upon  future  generations 
of  chemists  and,  as  stated  above,  entrants  into  pharmacy 
are  a  declining  factor. 

Although  a  new  building  is  generally  agreed  to  be 
essential  for  the  official  headquarters  of  pharmacy,  it 
is  difficult  to  believe  that  a  building  of  this  size  is 
necessary  for  a  trade  such  as  pharmacy  is.  The  humble 
member  of  the  Society  may  well  indeed  protest  against 
the  fees  which  he  is  forced  to  pay.  For  example,  what 
benefit  does  the  retail  chemist  receive  from  the  research 
laboratories  ?  What  benefit  does  he  receive  from  the 
College  of  Pharmacy  which  is  now  an  appendage  of  the 
University  of  London  ?  There  are  other  adventures  of  the 
Society  which  at  this  moment  need  not  be  enlarged  upon. 
Perhaps  the  new  councillors  who  have  been  elected  during 
the  last  few  years  may  investigate  and  explain. 

N.D.C.  Cancelled 

The  withdrawal  from  the  Finance  Bill  of  the  National 
Defence  Contribution  tax  was,  it  seems,  the  result  of  the 
sound  evidence  submitted  to  the  Treasury  by  the  industrial 
and  commercial  interests  of  the  country  in  support  of  their 
contention  that,  while  they  admitted  the  necessity  of 
raising  this  comparatively  small  amount  of  national  income, 


the  system  proposed  to  be  adopted  was  inequitable,  would 
prove  difficult  to  operate,  and  would  have  a  harmful 
effect  on  our  industrial  and  commercial  activities.  It  had 
most  of  the  faults  and  weaknesses  of  the  war-time  E.P.D., 
but  none  of  its  virtues. 

When  the  Finance  Bill  reaches  the  Committee  stage 
a  substitute  tax,  which  it  has  been  definitely  declared  will 
be  levied  on  the  profits  of  industry,  will  be  introduced. 
It  is  difficult  to  have  any  enthusiasm  for  a  proposal,  how- 
ever equitable  in  application  it  may  be,  that  incurs  any 
additional  burden  to  the  heavy  taxation  load  with  which  in- 
dustry is  already  saddled,  and  it  has  yet  to  be  seen  whether 
the  widespread  and  successful  protest  against  N.D.C,  has 
achieved  anything  but  actually  to  increase  the  amount  of 
money  that  will  be  taken  out  of  industry  each  year. 
The  character  of  the  "  simpler  tax  with  a  larger  yield," 
which  is  to  replace  N.D.C,  has  yet  to  be  divulged,  but 
there  seems  to  be  a  possibility  that  it  will  be  in  the  form 
of  a  percentage  addition  to  the  tax  payable  under  Income 
Tax  Schedule  D.  The  rate  may  be  in  the  region  of  z\  per 
cent.  In  the  1936-37  financial  year,  this  Schedule  provided 
a  total  of  ^880,000.  2 1  per  cent,  additional  would  bring  in 
a  further  ^22,000,000.  With  the  increased  activity  during 
the  current  year,  the  yield  should  reach  the  ^25,000,000 
now  indicated  as  the  amount  required.  Schedule  D  covers 
the  income  from  trades  and  professions  and  from  certain 
types  of  bonds,  as  well  as  the  profits  of  industry  and 
commerce. 

Factory  Precautions  Against  Air  Raids 

We  publish  on  p.  656  a  brief  summary  of  the  seventy-page 
handbook  "  Air  Raid  Precautions  in  Factories  and  Business 
Premises  "  compiled  by  the  Air  Raid  Precautions  Depart- 
ment and  issued  this  week  by  the  Stationery  Office. 
Elaborate  schemes  have  been  worked  out  in  detail  and  they 
should  receive  the  careful  consideration  of  all  concerned. 
The  schemes,  it  is  suggested,  should  be  adapted  to  meet 
the  individual  requirements  of  each  class  of  factory  and 
the  varying  kinds  of  buildings,  and  what  is  important  is 
the  stress  laid  on  the  point  that  the  schemes  should  be 
worked  out  and  completed  forthwith.  It  seems  that  con- 
siderable structural  alterations  would  be  necessary  in  most 
cases,  together  with  the  erection  of  additional  buildings. 
Applied  to  the  various  branches  of  the  chemical  industry 
there  is  little  doubt  that  each  individual  manufacturer  will  be 
involved  in  heavy  financial  outlay,  and  there  would  be  some 
temporary  disorganisation  of  their  business.  Key  men  in 
the  schemes  will  be  required  to  be  properly  trained  and,  in 
fact,  all  employees  will  need  to  be  trained  in  an  elementary 
manner,  each  to  carry  out  his  allotted  duties  under  the 
scheme.  We  should  estimate  that,  even  under  favourable 
conditions,  it  would  take  at  least  six  months  for  a  works 
scheme  of  protection  for  both  personnel  and  property  to 
be  planned  and  brought  to  a  state  of  efficiency,  ready  to 
be  put  into  operation  at  a  moment's  notice.  It  is  noted  that 
the  schemes  laid  down  in  the  Home  Office  handbook  are 
purely  in  the  form  of  recommendations ;  they  are  not,  we 
are  officially  advised,  departmental  regulations  of  a 
compulsory  nature.  We  also  learn  that  so  far  there  has  been 
no  suggestion  that  the  Government  may  give  grants  towards 
the  expense  of  the  preparation  of  the  precautionary  schemes. 
The  preface  to  the  handbook  contains  the  follow- 
ing sad  comment  :  "  The  use  of  poison  gas  in  war  is 
forbidden  by  the  Geneva  Gas  Protocol  of  1925,  to  which 
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this  country  and  all  the  most  important  countries  of  western 
Europe  are  parties,  and  the  Government  would  use  every 
endeavour  on  an  outbreak  of  war  to  secure  an  undertaking 
from  the  enemy  not  to  use  poison  gas.  Nevertheless,  the 
risk  of  poison  gas  being  used  remains  a  possibility  and 
cannot  be  disregarded." 

Trade  Marks  in  Court 

The  main  issues  in  the  case  of  Macleans,  Ltd.  v.  J.  W. 
Lightbown  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  reported  in  last  week's  and  the  pre- 
sent issue  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  may  be  summarised 
for  the  convenience  of  our  readers.  The  plaintiffs  asked  for 
an  injunction  against  infringement  of  their  trade  mark  "  Mac  " 
and  against  passing  off,  particularly  in  connexion  with  the 
name  "  Merrimacs  "  or  any  other  name  resembling  the  name 
"  Mac."  They  also  asked  that  the  defendants  should  be 
restrained  from  using  the  description  "  the  famous  MacLean 
sweets  ' '  and  similar  descriptions  without  clearly  distinguishing 
their  goods  from  the  goods  of  the  plaintiffs.  The  defendants 
applied  for  the  removal  of  the  plaintiffs'  trade  mark  from  the 
Register.  The  learned  judge  who  tried  the  case  found,  after  a 
hearing  extending  over  six  days,  that  confusion  had  been 
caused  between  certain  goods  of  the  plaintiffs  and  certain 
goods  of  the  defendants,  and  that  there  seemed  to  be  "  every 
reason  for  giving  the  plaintiffs  relief  in  regard  to  these  sweets." 
His  lordship  thought,  however,  that  the  relief  must  be  limited. 
There  would  be  an  inquiry  as  to  damages  if  desired,  the  defen- 
dants to  pay  the  costs  of  the  action.  As  to  the  defendants' 
motion  to  expunge  the  plaintiffs'  trade  mark  from  the  Register, 
the  proper  course  was  to  expunge  from  the  Register  the  assign- 
ment of  the  mark  to  the  plaintiff  company,  who  would  have 
to  pay  the  costs  of  the  motion.  Of  Professor  Hugh  MacLean's 
powders,  Mr.  Justice  Farwell  said:  "There  were  three 
formulas,  and  the  doctor  generously  gave  the  benefit  of  his 
research  to  the  public.  The  right  to  use  these  prescriptions 
was  not  confined  to  any  one  person." 

Oliver  Twist,  M.D. 

According  to  reports  in  the  daily  Press  the  Ministry  of 
Health  has  been  examining  claims  on  behalf  of  the  medical 
profession  for  an  increase  of  fees  from  gs.  6d.  to  12s.  6d.  The 
answer  of  the  Ministry  is  that  fees  might  be  reduced  to  8s. 
instead  of  gs.  Without  commenting  upon  this  aspect  of 
health  insurance,  one  must  be  impressed  by  the  aggressive 
attitude  of  the  medical  profession.  Tt  will  be  interesting  to 
observe  the  actions  of  the  public  relations  officer  in  further- 
ing the  claims  of  pharmacy  in  the  national  scheme  of  health. 
In  the  opposite  column  we  direct  attention  to  a  letter  which 
appeared  in  "  The  British  Medical  Journal  "  from  a  medical 
practitioner  in  regard  to  the  capitation  rate  paid  to  doctors  in 
rural  areas.  It  was  not  our  intention  to  go  over  the  points, 
which  are  fully  explained  in  the  article  in  question.  Yet  the 
point  of  interest  for  chemists  is  that,  unlike  members  of  the 
medical  profession,  the  chemists  are  subjected  to  a  discount- 
ing clause  which  is  not.  only  unjust  but  is  against  all  the  prin- 
ciples of  trade.  The  difference  in  the  attitude  towards  doctors 
and  chemists  is  that,  although  the  capitation  fee  of  2S.  3d. 
per  person  on  the  doctor's  list  apparently  contrasts  unfavour- 
ably compared  with  the  2s.  nd.  per  person  placed  in  the 
central  pool  for  the  chemists'  fund,  the  fact  remains  that 
the  payment  to  doctors  does  not  cover  the  cost  of  many 
expensive  preparations  which  they  may  be  liable  to  supply, 
whereas  the  2s.  nd.  payment  must  cover  all  prescriptions. 
The  rural  chemist,  unlike  the  rural  doctor,  is  subject  to  dis- 
counting so  far  as  his  bill  is  concerned.  He  has  the  further 
disadvantage  of  being  unable  to  choose  the  items  forming  the 
prescriptions.  On  the  other  hand,  the  doctor  can  quite  well 
do  so  and  in  this  manner  keep  his  cost  within  the  allotted 
sum.  It  is  not  suggested  that  he  does  in  fact  do  so,  but  this 
is  a  matter  left  entirely  to  him  and  a  privilege  which  most 
chemists  must  envy. 


"C.  &  D."  Retail  Price  List 

Changes  of  prices  during  the  month  of  May  were  few  and 
variations  in  most  instances  small.  The  index  figure  for  drugs 
was  151. 5,  against  151. 4  in  April  and  147.4  for  the  correspond- 
ing month  in  1936.  In  surgical  dressings  there  was  again  no 
change,  the  index  figure  remaining  at  138.0  (136.5  in  1936).

Doctors'  Supply  of  Drugs 

A LETTER  in  *'  The  British  Medical  Journal  "  of  May  22 
from  a  medical  practitioner  raised  the  following  point: 
"In  one  county  in  which  I  practise  the  average  cost  per 
insured  person  per  year  for  drugs  supplied  by  the  chemists  was 
2s.  8^d.  The  capitation  rate  paid  to  those  of  us  who  have  all 
the  bother  of  dispensing  (and  frequently  of  delivering)  drugs  is 
2s.  3d.  Obviously  we  are  losing  on  the  average  5^d.  per  per- 
son per  year."  It  therefore  becomes  of  interest  to  outline  the 
arrangements  for  paying  panel  doctors  who  dispense  medicine. 

There  is  a  Medical  Distribution  Committee,  set  up  by  the 
Minister  of  Health  (similar  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Distribution 
Committee),  whose  duty  it  is  to  consider  the  basis  on  which, 
and  the  proportions  in  which,  the  central  practitioners'  fund 
should  be  distributed. 

The  amount  set  aside  centrally  each  year  for  chemists' 
payments  is  2s.  nd.  per  insured  person,  and  out  of  that  fund 
everything  supplied  by  chemists  is  paid  for.  The  amount 
given  to  a  rural  doctor  for  each  of  his  dispensing  patients  is 
2s.  3d.  per  annum,  but,  in  addition,  special  payments  are 
made  to  him  at  tariff  rates  for  any  expensive  preparations  he 
may  have  had  to  supply  in  the  course  of  treatment.  These 
special  preparations  are  set  out  in  a  list  included  in  the  dis- 
tribution scheme  adopted  in  each  area,  and  comprise  such 
things  as  insulin,  vaccines,  serums,  liver  and  stomach  extracts, 
salvarsan,  oxygen,  a  wide  range  of  drugs  used  hypodermically. 
Special  appliances  are  also  included  in  the  list,  such  as 
catheters,  pessaries,  elastic  bandages,  hypodermic  syringes  and 
special  splints. 

No  proper  comparison,  therefore,  can  be  drawn  between  the 
capitation  figure  of  2s.  3d.  per  person  on  his  list  paid  to  each 
"  dispensing  "  doctor  and  the  2s.  nd.  per  person  placed  in 
the  central  pool  to  create  the  chemists'  fund,  since  the  2s.  3d., 
payment  does  not  cover  the  cost  of  many  expensive  prepara- 
tions which  the  doctor  may  be  liable  to  supply,  whereas  the 
2s.  1  id.  payment  covers  the  cost  of  all  prescriptions.  More- 
over, other  payments  are  made  to  doctors  to  cover  the  cost 
of  drugs  supplied,  and  these  payments  come  from  the  prac- 
titioners' fund  so  that  the  rate  of  2s.  3d.  is  calculated  with  due 
regard  to  the  amount  of  the  other  claims  which  the  fund  must 
meet. 

Those  practitioners  who  are  not  required  to  supply  all  drugs 
and  appliances  to  their  patients  are  paid  a  sum  of  is.  3d.  for 
every  100  persons  on  their  list  to  cover  the  cost  of  drugs,  etc., 
needed  for  immediate  administration  or  in  an  emergency  before 
a  supply  can  be  obtained  from  a  chemist.  These  doctors  may 
supply  to  their  patients  any  other  drugs  which  must  be 
administered  personally,  and  for  these  they  are  paid  at  tariff 
rates  just  as  a  chemist  contractor  is  paid. 
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The  growing  difficulty  of  obtaining  apprentices  and  the  danger 
of  electing  too  many  new  members  to  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  were,  in  addition  to  the  customary 
annual  elections,  the  matters  of  chief  interest  at  the  June 
meeting  of  the  Council,  held  at  16  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.i,  on  June  2,  Mr.  Thomas  Marns  in  the  chair. 


Tuesday's  Proceedings 

Among  the  business  transacted  by  the  Council  at  the  meet- 
ing on  June  i  were  the  following  items:  — 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  secretary  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  inquiring  whether  the  Society  would  be  prepared  to 
undertake  for  the  Ministry  the  determination  of  the  specific 
gravities  of  galenical  preparations  included  in  the  Drug  Tariff 
for  the  purposes  of  calculating  the  "  pound  "  price,  and 
whether  they  could  suggest  certain  formulas  for  National 
Health  Insurance  purposes.  The  letter  was  referred  to  the 
Codex  Committee. 

The  secretary  reported  the  result  of  his  inquiries  as  to 
whether  any  pharmaceutical  manufacturing  houses  were  likely 
to  have  stands  at  the  Empire  Exhibition  in  Glasgow  in  1938. 
The  Council  agreed  that  until  it  was  known  whether  or  not 
there  were  pharmaceutical  houses  exhibiting,  it  was  not  prac- 
ticable to  proceed  further  with  proposals  for  a  general  phar- 
maceutical exhibit. 

The  secretary  reported  upon  the  second  reading  debate  on 
the  Methylated  Spirits  (Scotland)  Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords 
and  on  the  arrangements  which  were  being  made  for  the  pre- 
sentation of  the  amendments  sought  by  the  Society. 

The  secretary  reported  the  vacancy  on  the  Council  caused 
by  the  death  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Simmons.  Letters  from  the  Brad- 
ford, Oldham  and  Manchester  Branches  concerning  the  co- 
option  were  received,  and  the  Council  unanimously  decided  to 
co-opt  Mr.  J.  H.  Franklin  of  Manchester. 

The  secretary  reported  that  he  had  had  correspondence 
with  the  Home  Office  concerning  the  possible  ambiguities  in 
the  descriptions  of  preparations  exempted  from  the  Geneva 
Conventions  and  from  "  dangerous  "  drugs  legislation  in  this 
country  by  a  recent  Order  in  Council. 

Welcome  to  New  Members 

The  three  recently  elected  members,  Mrs.  Irvine,  Mr.  Wallis 
and  Mr.  Yeomans,  attended  for  the  first  time,  and  were  wel- 
comed by  the  chairman  on  June  2. 

In  reply,  Mrs.  Irvine  described  her  election  as  an  honour 
carrying  with  it  responsibility,  and  asked  for  the  consideration 
o{  those  who  had  had  long  experience  of  the  work  of  the 
Council,  adding  that  she  would  do  her  utmost  to  be  a  useful 
member. 

Mr.  Yeomans  said  he  too  was  deeply  conscious  of  the 
honour  of  being  a  member,  and  would  endeavour  to  serve  the 
Council  loyally  and  represent  the  general  body  of  members 
of  the  Society. 

Mr.  Wallis  said  he  regarded  his  election  to  the  Council  as 
giving  him  an  opportunity  of  looking  after  the  interests  of 
pharmacy  in  a  wider  sphere  than  he  had  hitherto  been  able 
to  serve. 

Deaths 

The  Chairman  made  appropriate  reference  to  the  deaths  of 
Professor  A.  G.  Perkin,  Sir  Ernest  Morris  and  Mr.  W.  H. 
Grimshaw. 

Election  of  President 

Mr.  Peck  proposed  that  Mr.  Mams  be  re-elected  as  pre- 
sident for  the  ensuing  year,  and  using  what  he  termed  a  not 
inappropriate  simile  for  Derby  Day  he  said  that  when  he 
had  proposed  Mr.  Marns  for  the  office  a  year  ago  he  felt  he 
was  backing  a  winner.  Mr.  Marns  had  come  through  with 
flying  colours.  He  had  many  qualifications  for  the  office, 
among  them  being  a  quiet  dignity  and  wide  outlook.  While 
Mr.  Marns  had  kept  debate  within  reasonable  -bounds,  he  had 
always  been  willing  to  give  every  man  a  hearing.    Mr.  Marns 


could  look  back  on  the  year  with  satisfaction.  Its  high  spot 
had  undoubtedly  been  the  Coronation  dinner  at  Guildhall, 
at  which  he  covered  himself  with  glory. 

Mr.  Wells  seconded  the  resolution,  which  was  carried  with 
acclamation,  and  Mr.  Peck  then  invested  Mr.  Marns  with 
the  president's  chain  of  office. 

The  President,  returning  thanks,  said  he  considered  it  a 
great  honour  not  only  to  have  been  re-elected  but  to  have 
been  asked  in  such  a  charming  way  to  occupy  the  position  of 
president  for  another  term  of  service.  He  had  had  a  very 
happy  year  of  office.  The  Council  had  supported  him  wonder- 
fully, and  he  was  looking  forward  to  rendering  another  year's 
service  in  pharmacy  with  keen  anticipation. 

Election  of  Vice-President 

Mr.  Rovvsell  proposed  Mr.  Guthrie  as'  vice-president,  and 
recalled  that  Mr.  Guthrie  had  served  the  Council  in  many 
ways,  notably  as  treasurer,  and  had  given  great  satisfaction. 
Hir)  election  would  be  particularly  appreciated  in  Scotland, 
and  practising  pharmacists  throughout  Britain  would  be  glad 
to  hear  of  his  appointment  to  the  office. 

Mr.  Melhuish,  seconding,  said  it  had  been  an  open  secret 
to  members  of  the  Council  that  when  Mr.  Guthrie  had  been 
asked  to  serve  as  vice-president  he  had  not  found  it  possible 
to  accept  the  office.  Nothing  would  delight  his  colleagues 
more  than  that  at  last  he  had  been  able  to  take  the  position. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  carried. 

Mr.  Jack,  in  paying  a  cordial  tribute  to  Mr.  Guthrie,  said 
he  knew  no  man  who  was  more  respected,  and  the  president 
also  congratulated  Mr.  Guthrie  on  his  unanimous  election. 

Mr.  Guthrie,  in  reply,  said  he  felt  it  was  a  great  honour 
to  occupy  the  office  of  vice-president.  But  along  with  the 
honour  there  was  a  great  deal  of  responsibility,  and  as  the 
years  went  on  it  seemed  to  increase.  He  knew,  however,  that 
in  accepting  office  he  could  rely  on  the  support  of  his 
colleagues  and  members  of  the  Society. 

Re-election  of  Treasurer 

Mr.  Neathercoat  was  re-elected  treasurer,  on  the  motion 
of  the  President,  seconded  by  the  Vice-President. 

Mr.  Neathercoat,  acknowledging  the  compliment,  con- 
gratulated the  president  and  vice-president,  and  also  asso- 
ciated himself  with  what  Mr.  Marns  had  said  in  welcoming 
the  new  members  of  the  Council.  The  welcome  had  caused 
him  to  reflect  on  the  fact  that  the  personnel  of  the  Council 
had  very  rapidly  changed  during  the  last  few  years.  He 
himself  had  been  involved  in  some  of  the  changes  which  had 
taken  place.  The  government  and  constitution  of  the  Society 
were  so  essentially  democratic,  however,  and  so  broad-based 
on  the.  will  and  whims  of  the  electorate,  that  there  was  just 
a,  danger  that  they  might  on  occasion  overrun  themselves. 
Changes  were  good,  and  an  infusion  of  new  blood  was  always 
welcome,  but  they  were  apt  to  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that 
majorities  at  elections  were  not  always  right.  The  prestige 
of  the  Society  had  been  built  up  by  men  of  mature  judgment 
and  considerable  experience  in  the  Society's  affairs,  and  the 
present-day  activities  of  the  Society  called  for  the  same  type 
of  service.  The  future  problems  of  the  organisation  would 
still  require  similar  guidance,  which  could  only  come  from  an 
executive  constituted  with  a  strong  substratum  of  members 
with  judgment  based  on  experience.  He  hoped  that  the 
pharmaceutical  electorate  would  recognise  that  fact  as  a 
guiding  principle  in  future  elections,  and  see  that  the  proper 
balance  of  members  was  preserved. 

Registration  Items 

Four  persons  were  elected  as  student-associates,  and  two 
persons  were  restored  to  the  Register  as  student-associates. 
Sixty-eight  persons  were  restored  to  the  Register  of  Chemists 
and  Druggists,  and  the  removal  of  the  names  of  eight  persons 
who  had  not  paid  the  necessary  fees  was  approved.  The 
registrar  reported  that  thirty-two  persons  had  been  registered 
as  apprentices  or  students. 

Mr.  Jack  drew  attention  to  the  continued  substantial 
decrease  in  the  number  of  apprentices,  and  said  that  quite  a 
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number  of  pharmacists  were  finding  that  if  something  was  not 
done  the  supply  of  assistants  would  be  practically  wiped  out. 
While  they  were  in  favour  of  a  high  standard  for  the  entrance 
examination,  they  feared  a  shortage  of  assistants.  He  had 
consulted  the  principal  of  one  school,  who  had  said  quite 
frankly  that  the  cost  of  training  in  pharmacy  was  so  out  of 
proportion  to  possible  earnings  in  future  years  that  he  had 
no  intention  of  recommending  any  of  his  students  to  go  in  for 
it.  Something  would  have  to  be  done  in  view  of  the  way  the 
number  of  apprentices  was  falling  off. 

The  President  said  the  question  was  one  which  the  Educa- 
tion Committee  could  look  into. 

Mr.  Rowsell  said  the  difficulty  was  not  that  there  were 
not  enough  young  people  up  to  the  standard  of  matriculation. 
The  fault  was  that  headmasters  were  telling  their  pupils  they 
could  do  better  in  some  other  calling  than  in  pharmacy,  and 
advised  them  not  to  go  in  for  it.  The  whole  question  of  re- 
muneration in  pharmacy  required  looking  into.  It  was  absurd, 
in  his  opinion,  that  salaries  for  dispensing  and  the  sale  of 
poisons  were  so  ridiculously  small  in  view  of  the  responsibili- 
ties involved.  They  were  not  as  good  as  the  wages  paid  to 
an  ordinary  skilled  mechanic. 

The  Secretary,  in  answer  to  a  question,  said  that  the 
number  of  apprentices  registered  in  the  first  few  months  of 
1936  was  335,  and  in  the  corresponding  period  of  this  year 
196. 

Mr.  Parry  took  part  in  the  discussion,  and  Mr.  Jack  added 
that  the  Society  were  not  getting  any  sympathy  from  the 
teachers,  who  were  condemning  the  profession  of  pharmacy. 

The  matter  was  left  for  consideration  by  the  Education 
Committee. 

Benevolent  Fund  Committee 

The  report  of  this  committee  showed  that  eleven  applications 
had  been  considered,  and  grants  made  varying  from  £13  to 
£29.  Special  contributions  acknowledged  included  :  — £25  from 
the  Shropshire  and  Montgomery  branch,  £21  from  the  Leeds 
Pharmacy  Committee,  £15  4s.  from  Reigate,  Redhill  and 
District  Association,  and  subscriptions  sent  at  the  request  of 
the  late  vice-president  in  place  of  floral  tributes  which  might 
have  been  forwarded  on  the  occasion  of  his  funeral. 

Mr.  Antcliffe,  who  was  cordially  welcomed  after  his  recent 
illness,  said  he  received  a  shock  when  he  heard  of  Mr. 
Simmons's  death. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 
This  committee  reported  that  three  applications  had  been 
considered  and  grants  of  £26  in  two  cases  and  £20  in  the  third 
had  been  made. 

Finance  Committee 
The  financial  statement  showed  that  receipts  since  the  last 
meeting,  including  a  balance  of  £28  6s.  8d.,  amounted  to 
£11,647  19s.  4d.,  comprising  the  following  items: — Retention 
fees,  £1,315  2S.  6d.;  premises  fees,  £569  2s.;  subscriptions, 
£21  10s.  6d.;  College — School  of  Pharmacy,  £2  7s.  3d.;  College 
— Pharmacological  Laboratories,  £231  ;  registration  fees, 
£58  16s.;  restoration  fees  and  certificates  of  qualification, 
£11  16s.;  examination  fees,  £373  16s.;  penalties  and  expenses, 
£65  18s.  6d.;  interest  on  investments,  £95  18s.  2d.;  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Journal,"  £1,500  15s.;  Pharmaceutical  Press, 
£2,730  12s.  3d.;  rentals,  £196  9s.  7d.;  F.S.S.U.  contributions, 
£35  2s.  1  id.;  telephone  refunds,  £1  8s.  3d.;  loan  from  premises 
fund,  £400  ;  insurance  commission,  £9  17s.  9d.;  transferred 
from  deposit  account,  £4,000.  Payments  ordered  at  the  last 
meeting  amounted  to  £11,626  4s.,  leaving  a  balance  of 
£21  15s.  4d.  The  balances  on  the  other  accounts  were:  — 
Benevolent  Fund  (current  account),  £37  6s.  nd.;  Benevolent 
Fund  (donation  account),  /21  17s.  7d.;  War  Auxiliary  Benevo- 
lent Fund,  £152  2s.  7d.;  Hills  Orphan  Fund,  £9  9s.  5d.;  Orphan 
Fund,  £24  5s.  Accounts  were  passed  amounting  to 
£9,701  14s.  6d.,  and  the  action  of  the  secretary  in  making  pay- 
ments amounting  to  £2,089  lis.  lod.  was  approved. 

Law  Committee 
The  report  of  this  Committee,  presented  by  Mr  Marns, 
showed  that  in  England,  Scotland  and  Wales  1,034  chemists' 
shops,  twenty-one  listed  sellers  and  twenty-eight  drug-store 
proprietors,  grocers  and  similar  traders  had  been  visited  by 
the  Society's  inspectors  during  the  past  month.  It  also 
showed  that  318  drug  stores  and  other  premises  had  been 
visited  by  the  Society's  agents  during  the  past  month. 


Statutory  Committee 

A  chemist  who  was  sentenced  to  six  months  in  the  second 
division  at  the  Old  Bailey  in  March  last  for  conspiring  to 
perform  an  illegal  operation  on  a  Norbury  woman  had  his 
name  removed  from  the  Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists 
by  the  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
sitting  on  June  2.  The  respondent  was  Herbert  David 
Anderson,  Wellhall  Road,  Eltham,  and  he  was  represented  at 
the  inquiry  by  Mr.  J.  S.  Watts.  He  attended  in  the  custody 
of  a  warder. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Castle,  who  represented  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  said  that  Anderson  was  accompanied  in  the  dock  by 
a  man  named  R.  Harold  de  Vekey,  a  nature  cure  prac- 
titioner, of  Wellhall  Road,  Eltham,  who  was  the  chief 
offender.  They  were  both  convicted.  Anderson  became 
qualified  as  a  chemist  in  July  1927,  and  opened  business  on 
his  own  account  at  Eltham  at  the  end  of  1935.  He  was. 
acquainted  with  a  young  woman  who  married  in  December 
1936.  Her  married  name  was  now  Mrs.  Lavina  Diana  Hulland. 
Anderson  was  present  on  a  number  of  occasions  when  Mrs. 
Hulland  was  examined,  and  certain  drugs  were  supplied  by 
Anderson  to  de  Vekey,  who  had  no  qualifications  at  all. 
After  the  conviction,  a  letter  was  sent  to  Anderson  by  the 
secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  asking  for  an 
explanation,  and  in  reply  he  wrote  from  prison:- — ■ 

The  woman  named  in  the  case  was  a  personal  friend  of 
mine  of  eight  years'  standing.  ...  I  now  emphasise  that 
what  I  did  was  not  for  a  customer,  but  for  a  friend  outside 
my  business,  and  that  I  let  my  sympathy  for  someone  I 
respected  override  my  common  sense.  ...  I  now  plead  to 
you  for  the  greatest  leniency  not  to  remove  my  name  from  the 
Register  of  Chemists  and  Druggists,  not  only  for  the  disgrace 
and  shame  it  would  cause,  which  I  already  feel  through  being 
in  prison,  but  that  it  would  mean  sheer  stark  ruin  not  only  to 
me  but  my  mother,  a  war  widow,  who  lent  me  ^300  of  her 
savings.  .  .  ." 

Detective-Inspector  Bastable  said  that  Anderson  had  an 
exceedingly  good  character.  No  complaints  had  ever  been 
received  about  the  way  he  kept  the  drug  register,  and  nothing 
was  known  against  him  at  all.  Sir  Ernley  Blackwell,  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee,  put  a  few  questions  to  Anderson. 

Addressing  the  Committee,  Mr.  Watts  said  that  one  of  the 
things  that  stood  out  in  the  case  was  that  Anderson  had  been 
frank  since  he  had  committed  the  offence.  He  had  told  the 
police  all  about  it  when  questioned  at  the  start,  and  when 
written  to  by  the  Society  for  an  explanation  he  had  replied 
with  a  long  letter  setting  out  all  the  facts.  In  the  letter 
he  brought  out  facts  that  were  not  even  disclosed  at  the  trial. 
That  showed  his  readiness  to  make  a  clean  breast  of  the 
whole  thing,  and  that  he  had  not  attempted  to  hoodwink  the 
Committee  in  any  way.  He  did  not  even  consult  his  solicitors 
before  replying  to  the  Society.  He  was  now  serving  a  sen- 
tence of  imprisonment.  He  was  a  man  of  good  character,  who 
would  never  have  contemplated  doing  this  sort  of  thing  but 
for  his  friendship.  The  colonel  of  his  Territorial  regiment 
gave  evidence  at  the  Central  Criminal  Court  that  he  had  done 
eight  years'  service  in  the  regiment  and  that  he  was  a  good 
soldier  and  he  had .  a  first-class  character.  Mr.  Henry 
Daniels,  a  chemist  of  Lewisham,  who  had  employed  him  for 
seven  and  a  half  years,  also  gave  him  a  good  character.  He 
also  had  a  letter  signed  by  a  large  number  of  members  of  the 
South-East  London  Chemists'  Association,  in  which  they  pleaded 
for  leniency.  If  the  plea  for  leniency  was  rejected,  the  only 
alternative  was  for  him  to  be  an  assistant  in  his  own  shop, 
where  he  would  have  to  be  supervised  by  a  qualified  man. 

The  Committee  retired,  and  were  absent  for  about  three- 
quarters  of  an  hour.  On  returning.  Sir  Ernley  Blackwell  said: 
"  The  Committee  have  very  carefully  considered  the  pleas  put 
forward  on  your  behalf  by  your  counsel  in  mitigation  of  the 
offence,  but  they  are  unable  to  overlook  the  grave  nature  of 
this  offence  committed  in  close  relationship  with  your  business 
as  a  chemist  and  druggist.  They  have  accordingly  decided 
that  the  registrar  be  directed  to  remove  your  name  from  the 
Register.  In  announcing  that  decision,  I  want  to  point  out 
to  you  that  it  does  not  take  effect  until  the  expiration  of 
three  months  from  the  date  on  which  you  receive  the  formal 
notice.  I  would  also  point  out  that  this  Committee  have  power, 
after  a  reasonable  interval  has  elapsed,  to  restore  your  name 
to  the  Register,  and  that  if  after  a  certain  time  you  are  able 
to  come  to  us  with  testimonials  of  good  character  in  the 
meantime,  I  can  only  say  that  your  application  will  be  very 
seriously  considered  by  the  Committee."

Executive  Meetings 

Meetings  of  the  Executives  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  and  Chemists'  Defence  Association  were  held  at  4  and 
5  Queen  Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  May  25,  Mr.  W.  W. 
Atkinson  in  the  chair. 

Coronation  Address 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Home  Secretary  conveying 
the  warm  thanks  of  their  Majesties  for  the  message  of  loyalty 
sent  by  the  Executive  on  behalf  of  the  retail  chemists  of  the 
country. 

Retail  Price  List 

The  Executive  decided  that  from  September  the  Price  List 
should  be  published  quarterly  instead  of  monthly.  The  N.P.U. 
Supplement  will  continue  to  be  issued  monthly  to  members. 

N.H.I.  Matters 

The  Executive  received  a  report  upon  the  position  in  regard 
to  the  amounts  withheld  from  the  remunerations  of  chemists 
for  breaches  of  the  terms  of  service,  and  the  application  of  the 
amounts  so  withheld.  The  total  amount  withheld  from  the 
remuneration  of  chemists  during  1936  was  £197,  which  was 
applied  to  the  cost  of  administration. 

Organisation 

The  Executive  received  a  report  of  the  General  Purposes 
Committee  and  adopted  the  Committee's  recommendations  to 
regulate  the  relationship  between  the  branches  and  head- 
quarters.   The  following  rules  were  adopted :  — 

Recognition  as  a  N.P.U.  Branch. — (a)  A  recognised  branch 
may  be  established  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Central 
Executive  in  any  district  where  a  sufficient  number  of 
members  desire  a  branch,  notwithstanding  that  a  branch 
already  exists  purporting  to  include  the  district  to  be  covered 
by  the  new  branch. 

(b)  A  branch  may  be  formed  independently  of  other  pharma- 
ceutical organisations,  or  in  association  with  a  branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  or  may  be  incorporated  with  an 
existing  pharmacists'  association.  Where  local  conditions 
permit  the  N.P.U.  branch  shall  be  open  to  members  of  the 
N.P.U.  only.  Meetings  convened  solely  for  the  discussion  of 
N.P.U.  business  shall  not  be  open  to  non-members  except  by 
invitation.  Where  the  business  of  a  meeting  held  jointly  by 
an  association  and /or  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical"  Society 
and  a  N.P.U.  branch  comprises  N.P.U.  business  and  matters 
outside  N.P.U.  activities,  only  members  of  the  N.P.U.  shall 
take  part  in  any  discussion  or  have  a  vote  in  connection  with 
N.P.U.  business. 

(c)  The  chairman,  vice-chairman  and  secretary  of  a  N.P.U. 
branch  shall  be  members  of  the  Union,  but  in  exceptional 
circumstances  special  authority  should  be  obtainable  from  the 
Executive  Committee  to  appoint  a  non-member  as  secretary. 

(d)  Branches  shall  adopt  local  rules  for  governing  the  affairs 
of  the  branch,  appointing  officers,  etc.,  but  such  rules  shall 
not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Union's  rules,  or  the  conditions 
upon  which  recognition  is  granted  to  a  branch,  and  a  copy  of 
the  rules  as  adopted  shall  be  sent  to  headquarters. 

Financing  of  Branches. — Payment  towards  the  expenses  of 
conducting  a  branch  shall  be  conditional  on  arrangements 
being  made,  if  requested  by  headquarters,  for  the  holding  of 
one  meeting  per  year  to  be  addressed  by  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  or  an  officer  of  the  Union.  Provided 
that  the  above  arrangements  are  made  if  requested,  the  ex- 
penses of  holding  four  N.P.U.  business  meetings  a  year  will 
be  paid.  The  expenses  paid  shall  include  payments  for 
postage,  stationery,  and  meeting  rooms.  Accounts  shall  be 
submitted  within  five  days  of  the  meeting  being  held,  and  a 
report  of  the  meeting  detailing  the  business  discussed  shall 
accompany  the  account.  An  annual  allowance  of  6d.  per  head, 
based  on  the  average  attendance  of  N.P.U.  members  at  branch 
meetings,  may  be  claimed  by  the  branch  secretary  for  clerical 
expenses. 

Branches. — It  was  decided  that  efforts  should  be  made  to 
secure  the  formation  of  N.P.U.  branches  in  a  number  of  towns 
through  the  existing  pharmaceutical  organisations  (if  any)  in 
the  district: — E.i,  Buxton;  Gainsborough.  E.2,  Aylesbury. 
E.3,   King's  Lynn  ;   Colchester.     S.i,   Dartford  ;  Tunbridge 
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Wells  ;  Hastings  and  St.  Leonards.  S.2,  Guildford  ;  Swindon. 
S.3,  N.  Devon — Barnstaple  or  Ilfracombe  ;  Weymouth.  N.E.i, 
Tynemouth.  N.E.2,  Keighley.  N.E.3,  Barnsley  ;  Doncaster. 
N.W.i,  Barrow;  Ashton-under-Lyne  ;  Bury.  N.W.3,  Crewe. 
W.3,  Hereford  ;  Malvern  ;  Burton-on-Trent,  Stafford. 

CD. A.  Business 

The  secretary  reported  that  of  the  twenty-five  cases  out- 
standing since  the  last  meeting,  five  cases  had  been  settled  as 
follows :  — Labels  transposed  ;  claim  settled  by  payment  of 
£243  5s.  Coat  damaged  on  electric  radiator  (two  cases)  ; 
claims  settled  for  £1  5s.  and  £2  2s.  Damage  to  perambulator 
caused  by  cycling  errand-boy  ;  claim  settled  for  15s.  6d. 
Damage  caused  by  the  dropping  of  a  Winchester  of  acid  ; 
claim  settled  for  £g  19s.  6d. 

Thirteen  new  cases  had  arisen  during  the  month,  and  in  the 
three  following  settlement  had  been  effected :  — Illness  caused 
by  emulsion  supplied  ;  claim  settled  for  £2  6s.

Two  reports  were  received,  and  both  candidates  succeeded 
in  identifying  the  phenacetin.    One  candidate  discovered  the 
presence  of  acetanilide,  but  neither  competitor  observed  the 
increase  in  the  quantity  of  ash  as  compared  with  the  quantity 
allowed  in  the  B.P.    The  excess  acid  reaction  to  litmus  was 
observed  by  both.    The  marks  awarded  are  as  follows:  —

Recent  Research 

Totarol 

Short  and  Stromberg  ('.'  Journal  of  the  Chemical  Society," 
1937.  5J6)  have  examined  the  diterpene  alcohol,  totarol, 
isolated  by  Easterfield  from  the  wood  of  the  New  Zealand 
totara  tree  (Podocarpus  totara).  They  give  the  following  as  its 
characters:  Clustered  needles  melting  at  1320  ;  specific  rotation, 
+  41. 340  in  4  per  cent,  alcoholic  solution  ;  formula,  C20H,„O  ; 
molecular  refraction,  88.08.  The  following  crystalline  deriva- 
tives are  described:  totaryl  formate  (melting  point,  125.50 
totaryl  acetate  (melting  point,  125.5 °)  I  totaryl  methyl  ether 
(melting  point,  920). 

Sciadopitene 

Uota  ("  Journal  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Univer- 
sity of  Japan,"  1937,  5,  117)  has  distilled  the  leaves  and  twigs 
of  Sciadopitys  verticcilata,  and  from  the  essential  oil  has  sepa- 
rated a  new  diterpene  to  which  he  has  assigned  the  name 
sciadopitene.  This  new  diterpene  melts  at  95-960  ;  specific 
rotation,  +  11.05°  m  chloroform  ;  nitrosochloride,  melting  point 
127-128°;  nitrosate,  melting  point  126-127°;  ditromide,  melting 
point  122-123°.  It  is  isomerised  by  boiling  with  alcoholic  solu- 
tion of  potassium  acetate  into  isociadopitene  (melting  point 
110-1110).  Numerous  derivatives  are  described  and  a  consti- 
tutional formula  is  suggested. 
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Air  Raid  Precautions  in  Industry 


THE  Air  Raid  Precautions  Department  of  the  Home 
Office  has  now  published,  through  the  Stationery 
Office,  Handbook  No.  6,  "  Air  Raid  Precautions  in 
Factories  and  Business  Premises,"  price  6d.  The  following 
are  extracts  from  the  handbook :  — 

Protection  of  Personnel 

Collective  protection  may  be  provided  in  any  of  the 
following  ways  :  — ■ 

(1)  By  the  use  as  shelters  of  suitable  accommodation  in 
existing  buildings  ; 

(2)  by  trenches  or  other  outside  shelters  ; 

(3)  by  galleries  (of  the  type  used  in  mines)  where  these  exist 
already  or  where  they  can  be  constructed  more  easily  than 
special  shelters  or  trenches  ; 

(4)  by  dispersal  ; 

(5)  by  a  combination  of  any  of  the  above. 
Summary  of  action  to  be  taken  now. 

(a)  Preparation  of  part  of  scheme  relating  to  protection  of 
personnel. 

(i)  Choice  of  sites  of  shelters. 

(ii)  Survey  of  structural  alterations  required  in  each 
shelter. 

(iii)  Survey  of  equipment  required. 

(iv)  Survey  of  civilian  duty  respirators  required. 

(b)  Execution  of  structural  alterations  where  necessary. 

(c)  Purchase  of  equipment,  where  necessary. 

(d)  Purchase  of  civilian  duty  respirators  required  and 
arrangements  for  storage. 

Protection  of  Property 

Summary  of  action  to  he  taken  now. 

(a)  Survey  of  premises  to  see  what  parts  require  protection 
and  gasproofing,  and  preparation  of  detailed  plans. 

(b)  Where  practicable,  provision  and  storing  of  duplicates 
for  vital  parts  of  plant. 

(c)  Provision  of  alternative  sources  of  supply  for  vital 
services. 

(d)  Arrangements  for  augmentation  of  repair  service. 

In  undertakings  employing  considerable  numbers  of  workers 
it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to  work  out  what  will 
amount  to  a  miniature  self-contained  air  raid  precautions 
scheme  embracing  as  many  as  practicable  of  the  various  services 
which  might  be  required.  As  a  general  guide  it  is  suggested 
that  establishments  employing  100  or  more  workers  should 
adopt  this  principle.  All  these  factories  and  most  commercial 
undertakings  will  already  have  some  first  aid  arrangements, 
and  very  often  their  own  fire  arrangements,  which  will  provide 
a  convenient  nucleus  for  their  air  raid  precautions  organisation. 
In  most  cases,  however,  existing  facilities  would  probably  need 
to  be  increased.  It  is  of  great  importance  that  all  employers 
should  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  local  authority  in 
whose  area  their  establishments  are  situated.  Not  only  will 
employers  be  dependent  on  local  authorities  for  hospital 
arrangements  and  perhaps  for  other  services;  but  in  certain 
circumstances  they  might  be  in  a  position  to  give  assistance 
to  local  authorities  in  case  of  need.  Each  undertaking  should 
decide,  in  the  light  of  its  particular  circumstances,  the  type  of 
controlling  organisation  which  could  best  be  adopted  for  its 
air  raid  precautions  services.  It  might  well  be  thought  desir- 
able that  the  member  or  officer  of  the  firm  who  had  been 
appointed  to  supervise  the  preparation  of  the  necessary  plans 
in  time  of  peace  should  also  be  made  responsible  for  the  execu- 
tion of  the  plans  in  the  event  of  war.  It  is  very  important, 
in  working  out  the  scheme  of  air  raid  precautions,  to  ensure 
that,  so  far  as  may  be  practicable  without  incurring  avoidable 
risks,  it  will  involve  the  least  possible  check  on  production, 
especially  where  a  factory  might  be  engaged  on  war  or  other 
important  work. 

Outline  of  a  Scheme 

The  headings  suggested  for  an  air  raid  precautions  scheme 
for  a  factory  or  commercial  building  is  given  in  the  appendix 


at  the  end  of  this  article.  The  details  of  each  heading  is  given 
in  the  seventy  pages  of  the  handbook,  together  with  diagrams. 

lne  scheme  should  cover,  in  as  complete  detail  as  possible 
the  action  to  be  taken  at  these  various  stages.  For  example 
notices  giving  instructions  to  workpeople  on  the  action  to  be- 
taken when  an  air  raid  is  expected  should  be  prepared  now 
and  stored,  and  the  workers,  especially  those  in  key  positions 
or  required  for  air  raid  precautions  duties,  should  be  sufficiently 
familiar  with  the  arrangements  to  know  what  to  do.  Further- 
more, equipment  which  is  not  likely  to  be  readily  available 
in'  an  emergency  should  be  obtained  now  if  possible  and 
stored,  and  its  place  of  storage  noted  in  the  scheme:  while 
exact  details  of  further  equipment  which  might  be  required 
m  the  emergency  should  be  listed  and  a  note  made  of  the 
sources  from  which  it  might  be  obtained.  If  possible  definite 
arrangements  should  be  made  to  ensure  that  such  equipment 
can  be  obtained  quickly  and  without  fail.  This  is  important 
in  view  of  the  heavy  demands  which  might  be  expected. 

When  a  scheme  has  been  worked  out,  the  various  tasks 
should  be  allotted  and  a  list  of  the  persons  so  designated 
should  be  prepared  and  kept  up  to  date.  Young  men  under 
25  years  of  age  might  wish  to  enlist  in  time  of  war  and  should 
not,  for  preference,  be  chosen  for  air  raid  precautions  services. 
Personnel  earmarked  for  first  aid  and  decontamination  work 
should  be  given  the  necessary  training.  This  training  can  be 
arranged  either  with  the  local  authorities  or  with  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade,  St.  Andrews  Ambulance  Association  or 
British  Red  Cross  Society.  It  -is  hoped  that  later  it  will  be 
possible  for  a  limited  number  of  officials  of  large  industrial 
and  commercial  undertakings  to  receive  training  as  instructors 
at  a  civilian  anti-gas  school.

The  markets  continue  on  a  rather  subdued  note  with  business 
certainly  no  more  in  volume  than  average.  The  general  tone,  how- 
ever, is  steady  and  most  of  the  alterations  in  values  are  to  somewhat 
higher  figures.  The  demand  for  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  is  rather 
modest  with  some  few  weak  features,  mostly  in  the  imported  pro- 
ducts. Makers'  prices  for  home  manufactures  are  all  steady.  An 
advance  is  notified  this  week  in  the  scales  of  prices  for  Cobalt 
Salts.  Although  high  prices  are  ruling,  the  value  is  becoming 
secondary  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  bulk  supplies  of  Carbolic- 
Acid  Crystals  ;  prices  for  druggists'  parcels  are,  in  consequence, 
tending  still  dearer. 

Crude  Drugs 

There  has  been,  perhaps,  a  little  more  inquiry  this  week,  but 
generally  business  is  rather  disappointing.  May,  for  one  reason  and 
another,  was  a  poor  month,  possibly  the  quietest  this  year.  Rather 
firmer  conditions  are  anticipated  in  the  shipment  market  for 
Curacao  Aloes.  Shippers'  prices  for  new  crop  Buchu  are  being 
fully  maintained.  Despite  the  cheaper  shipment  offer  for  new  crop 
Cascara  Sagrada  most  of  the  usual  buyers  are  not  yet  inclined  to 
book  up.  Zanzibar  and  Madagascar  Cloves  are  fractionally 
cheaper.  Norwegian  Cod-Liver  Oil  is  firm  for  shipment.  The 
position  of  Derris  Root  on  spot  is  none  too  healthy.  Ergot  has 
had  a  slack  week.  Sudan  Gum  Acacia  is  slow  in  moving  at  current 
prices.  A  further  advance  is  noted  in  the  shipment  price  for 
Hydrastis  ;  spot  is  comparatively  cheap.  Lobelia  Herb  is  a  de- 
pressed market.  Japanese  Menthol  is  keeping  steady,  with  business 
mostly  restricted  to  a  moderate  consuming  demand.  Spanish /Italian 
Mercury  shows  a  reduction  ;  the  future  of  this  article  will  require 
careful  watching.  Quite  a  good  business  is  reported  in  rough  round 
Rhubarb,  and  this  description  is  firm  as  quoted.  Rubber  shows  a 
further  loss  on  the  week.  All  supplies  of  grey  Jamaican  Sarsaparilla 
cleared  on  spot.  Senega  is  a  firm  market  and  further  appreciation 
in  value  is  not  unlikely.  A  little  more  inquiry  this  week  for 
Tragacanth.    Bees'  Waxes  are  all  at  rather  lower  values. 


Essential  Oils 

Only  a  moderate  volume  of  business  is  reported,  with  one  or  two 
products  receiving  more  attention.  Anise  (Star)  remains  dull. 
Behgamot  is  held  at  the  recent  advance  ;  business  quiet.  Java 
Citronella  is  fully  steady  as  quoted  for  shipment  ;  business  lacking. 
Reports  from  the  source  indicate  the  good  possibility  of  a  coming 
shortage  of  Australian  Eucalyptus  ;  shipment  offers  dearer  and 
mostly  for  distant  positions.  Sicilian  hand-pressed  Lemon  is  quoted 
slightly  dearer  again  from  the  source,  and  the  shippers  notify  a  little 
more  business  moving  ;  spot  quotations  are  fully  steady,  but  busi- 
ness has  not  amounted  to  much.  A  sharp  advance  in  prices  for 
Nutmeg  from  all  sources  is  recorded.  French  Guinea  Orange  has 
met  with  a  steady  sale  on  spot  ;  shipment  offers  continue  to  be  made 
in  limited  quantities.  Japanese  Peppermint  has  sold  quietly  for 
consumption  ;  speculative  business  lacking.  Spanish  Rosemary  and 
Spike  of  good  quality  tend  dearer,  with  supplies  on  the  small  side.

Zanzibar  Cloves  and  Oil 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  a  communication  from  the 
Clove  Growers'  Association,  Zanzibar,  addressed  to  the  Secre- 
tary, London  Chamber  of  Commerce :  — 

Binder  Report  on  Clove  Industry  and  Consequential 
Legislation 

You  are  aware  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Report  of 
Mr.  B.  H.  Binder  on  the  Clove  Industry  of  the  Protectorate 
(August,  1936),  and  I  now  enclose  a  copy  of  the  Decree  which 
has  been  framed  to  give  effect  thereto.  The  proposed  legis- 
lation has  been  published  for  general  information  and  will,  in 
due  course,  be  placed  before  the  legislative  Council.  You  will 
observe  from  the  terms  thereof  and  by  reference  to  the  note 
on  the  Objects  and  Reasons,  that  it  is  proposed  to  grant 
the  Association  an  exclusive  purchasing  licence.  The  opera- 
tion of  purchasing  under  this  licence  will  be  conducted  through 
a  series  of  district  buying  agents,  located  and  itinerant.  In 
this  way  the  whole  of  the  clove  crop  will  be  purchased  by 
the  Association.  In  regard  to  selling,  the  decree  causes  sales 
to  be  made  on  f.o.b.  steamer  (Zanzibar)  terms.  In  practice 
all  orders  for  export  will  be  packed  by  the  Association  and 
delivered  to  carrying  steamer,  buyers  receiving  the  bill  of 
lading  against  cash  payment  in  Zanzibar.  The  Board  of 
Management  of  the  Association  have  decided  to  confine  selling 
to  local  exporters  and /or  merchant  houses.  The  Association 
will,  therefore,  discontinue  selling  directly  to  buyers  established 
in  overseas  markets.  You  will  appreciate  that  the  effect  of  this 
reorganisation  will  be  to  (1)  establish  locally  a  series  of  buying 
agents  for  the  Association  and  (2)  retain  in  the  business  local 
merchants  and  exporters  who  will  not  require  any  licence,  but 
will  be  confined  to  purchasing  the  documents,  evidencing  the 
execution  of  the  orders  placed  by  them  with  the  Association. 
As  it  is  a  convenient  opportunity  I  am  also  to  advise  you 
that  the  Association  have  acquired,  as  from  the  6th  ult.,  the 
essential  oil  distillation  undertaking  of  Messrs.  Zanzibar 
Distillers,  Limited,  and  will  continue  the  business.  It  is  not 
intended  to  sell  the  oil  locally,  and  a  firm  of  London  essential  oil 
merchants  have  been  entrusted  with  sales.

Increase  in  Packing  Charges 

Sir, — With  the  notification  of  increased  charges  by  the 
chemical  manufacturers  and  wholesale  druggists  for  packages 
under  28  lb.  (C.  <~  D.,  May  29,  p.  611)  panel  chemists  will  be 
faced  with  another  addition  to  their  costs.  It  is  true  that  the 
prices  in  the  Tariff  list  are  adjusted  to  meet  the  fluctuations 
of  the  market,  but  any  increase  in  the  price  of  drugs  means 
that  there  is  a  smaller  amount  left  to  cover  the  dispensing  fees, 
as  the  total  fund  is  fixed.  There  are  few  chemists  who  can 
buy  drugs  in  28-lb.  parcels — indeed,  there  are  not  many  drugs 
which  are  dispensed  in  such  quantities  as  to  warrant  buying 
this  amount  ;  but  the  number  of  drugs  which  must  be  kept 
in  stock  and  the  rate  at  which  they  are  turned  over  necessitates 
purchasing  them  in  small  lots,  and  it  is  these  which  will  be 
affected  by  the  increased  charges.  In  addition  there  are  the 
increased  costs  of  the  sundries  attached  to  a  dispensing  ser- 
vice, mentioned  by  your  contributors  (pp.  609,  614),  which, 
although  they  might  be  recovered  by  a  slight  increase  in  the 
price  of  private  prescriptions  if  chemists  would  come  to  an 
agreement  to  charge  standardised  prices,  must  in  the  case  of 
insurance  medicines  come  out  of  the  dispensing  fees,  thus 
making  a  further  reduction  in  remuneration.

Rising  Costs 

Sir, — I  see  from  the  report  of  an  address  .at  Morecambe 
(C.  &■  D.,  May  22,  p.  584)  that  two  things  are  expected  to 
help  pharmacy  in  the  near  future,  public  medical  service 
schemes  and  the  Government  measure  to  extend  the  N.H.I, 
benefits  to  non-manual  workers  below  a  certain  salary.  Is 
there  any  real  hope  that  panel  dispensing  or  work  done  under 
similar  conditions  will  be  of  any  advantage  to  the  chemist? 
There  is  no  need  to  recall  to  panel  chemists  the  results  of 
last  year's  working,  the  5  per  cent,  deduction  is  a  sufficient 
reminder  ;  and  now  I  read  in  another  report  that  at  the  end 
of  the  first  year's  trial  of  the  London  public  medical  service 
scheme  in  North  Kensington  and  Willesden  the  capitation 
sum  allotted  for  the  supply  of  medicines  was  found  to  be 
totally  inadequate.  Surely  these  results  should  be  adverse 
enough  to  show  that  a  further  extension  of  dispensing  under 
the  present  rates  can  only  mean  fresh  discounting,  and  they 
adr]  weight  to  the  conviction  that  the  more  Insurance  dis- 
pensing we  get  the  more  we  are  going  to  lose  on  it.  Costs 
arc  rising  ;  not  only  does  the  chemist  find  his  accounts  are  not 
paid  in  full,  but  all  the  incidentals — corks,  labels,  wrapping 
paper  and  boxes — are  dearer,  and  these  costs  come  out  of 
his  dispensing  fees,  which  are  thus  cut  at  both  ends.  Perhaps 
some  day  panel  chemists  will  realise  that  under  the  present 
system  of  payment  they  will  never  get  a  satisfactory  return 
for  their  work,  and  then  they  may  demand  an  adequate  scale 
of  remuneration,  guaranteed  in  full. — Yours  truly,

Discounted  Insurance  Accounts 

Sir, — Thanks  are  due  to  you  for  your  terse  and  timely  com- 
ment on  the  increased  cost  of  insurance  medicines  (C.  D., 
May  22,  p.  598).  London  chemists  have  recently  received  their 
final  cheques  for  1936,  and  if  one's  calculations  are  correct 
nearly  ^9,000  must  have  been  withheld  from  them  owing  to 
the  Health  Minister's  decision  to  pay  rather  less  than  95  per 
cent,  of  the  dispensing  fees.  Chemists  generally  do  not  seem  to 
have  been  stirred  to  eloquence  by  these  happenings.  Do  we 
just  accept  it  as  our  lot?  The  N.P.U.  does  not  give  us  much 
of  a  lead :  its  published  reports  are  devoid  of  any  comment  on 
the  situation,  though  it  confesses  to  having  received  resolutions 


from  various  parts  of  the  country  expressing  dissatisfaction 
with  the  position  of  the  drug  fund.  One  knows,  of  course,  that 
this  is  only  "  according  to  contract,"  but  that  does  not  make 
the  loss  any  more  bearable.  Surely  some  definite  steps  could 
be  taken  during  the  currency  of  the  present  contract  to  put 
matters  on  a  more  equitable  basis  in  preparation  for  the  next. 
Meanwhile  I  appreciate  your  action  in  continuing  to  give  the 
matter  prominence. — Yours,  etc.,

He  travelled  to  his  county  town  where 
the  "  post  mortem  "  was  to  be  held,  and  was  "  ordered  "  into 
a  waiting  room  where  several  dejected-looking  brother  phar- 
macists were  seated,  almost  afraid  to  speak  to  one  another.

P.  H.  H.  (22/5). — Insurance  contributions. — When  the 
relationship  is  that  of  master  and  servant  and  the  chemist  pays 
for  the  service  rendered  by  his  assistant  less  than  ^250  per 
annum,  both  health  and  pensions  contributions  and  unemploy- 
ment contributions  must  be  paid  by  both  parties.  The  private 
income  enjoyed  by  the  assistant  does  not  affect  his  insurability. 
If,  however,  the  amount  received  by  the  assistant  from  private 
sources  exceeds  10s.  weekly  (£26  per  annum)  he  (the  assistant) 
may  apply  to  be  exempted  from  health  and  unemployment 
contributions,  and  if  this  is  allowed  he  need  then  only  pay 
contributions  for  widows  and  orphans  pensions  insurance.  The 
employer  in  that  case,  however,  would  have  to  pay  his  share 
of  contributions  under  all  three  heads.

W.  G.  E.  (24/83). — Labelling  hospital  medicines.- — 
The  Section  18,  Schedule  7  (2)  notice  "Caution.  It 
is  dangerous  to  exceed  the  stated  dose"  does  not 
apply  to  Section  19  dispensed  or  compounded  medicines, 
including  hospital  medicines.  On  the  other  hand,  there  is 
nothing  to  prevent  the  use  of  such  cautionary  notice  (i.e., 
there  is  no  penalty  unless  it  makes  other  labelling  requirements 
improper;  e.g.,  bringing  non-statutory  words  within  the  frame 
contrary  to  rule  17  (2)  (b)  ).  There  are  two  excellent  reasons 
why  the  Schedule  7  (2)  notice  should  not  be  misused;  (1)  the 
above  danger  of  transgressing  the  Poison  Rules  ;  and  (2)  im- 
proper use  detracting  from  the  true  scope  and  intention  of  the 
cautionary  notice.  Hospital  medicines  are  subject  to  special 
labelling  conditions,  which  differ  for  out-patients  and  in- 
patients (see  C.  &■  D.  Diary,  1937,  p.  277),  and  such  require- 
ments are  quite  separate  and  distinct  from  medicines  dis- 
pensed by  doctors  and  chemists  under  the  Section  19  exemption. 
In  general,  however,  prescription  poisons  for  internal  use 
should  only  be  labelled  as  directed  by  the  prescriber.  In 
the  case  of  "external"  medicines  the  Rule  20  words  "For 
external  use  only"  must  be  added,  whilst  as  stated  above 
Rules  26  (4)  (a)  and  27  (4)  apply  to  labels  of  hospital  medicines.

Dry  the  granules  at  a  temperature  not  exceed- 
ing 400  C,  then  add  10  gm.  of  talc  and  compress  into  1,000 
tablets,  each  weighing  0.2  gm.  Each  tablet  contains  0.05  gm. 
of  ephedrine  hydrochloride.

P.  E.  K.  (1/92). — Thymol  for  horses. — Thymol  is  chiefly 
used  in  veterinary  practice  in  the  treatment  of  intestinal 
strongylosis  in  young  horses.  For  this  purpose  it  is  dissolved 
in  glycerin  and  alcohol,  and  administered  in  milk  or  mucilage, 
or  it  may  be  given  in  capsule.  The  dose  for  horses  is.  3iv.  to 
5vj.  and  for  calves  5SS.  to  5j.  These  doses  are  given  daily 
for  four  or  five  consecutive  days,  and  followed  by  a  mild 
aperient.  It  is  liable  to  irritate  the  mouth  unless  properly 
diluted.

P.  A.  B.  (25/84). — Fruit  crystals. — The  basis  of  these  is 
usually  coarsely  powdered  citric  acid.  To  this  is  added :  For 
(1)  Ginger:  gingerin  £  dr.,  spirit  colouring  1  dr.;  for  (2) 
Lemon:  oil  of  lemon  1  dr.;  crocein  B  2  gr.,  alcohol  (90  per 
cent.)  1  dr.;  for  (3)  Raspberry:  fuchsine  2  gr.,  essence  of  rasp- 
berry \  oz.;  for  (4)  Orange:  oil  of  sweet  orange  \  dr.,  azo-orange 
2  gr.,  alcohol  (50  per  cent.)  1  dr.  These  quantities  are  suffi- 
cient for  10  oz.  of  citric  acid.  The  colour  and  flavour  should 
in  each  case  be  mixed  together  before  adding  to  the  citric  acid, 
which  is  then  to  be  powdered.  Many  other  flavours  than  the 
above  can  be  produced.  An  ounce  of  the  fruit  crystals  and 
1  lb.  of  sugar  form  with  a  pint  of  boiling  water  the  fruit  syrup, 
which  with  a  sufficient  amount  of  cold  water  makes  a  refresh- 
ing summer  drink.  If  tartaric  acid  is  used  instead  of  citric 
acid  the  resulting  crystals  may  be  done  up  in  packets  with  a 
paraffin  paper  wrapping.  Tartaric  acid  destroys  yellow  and 
orange  dyes.

Two 
ballot  papers  were  not  marked.  The  result  (which  is  a  stronger 
vote  for  Mr.  Carteighe  than  last  year,  when  14  voted  for  him 
and  6  for  Mr.  Hampson)  was  received  with  great  applause.  .  .  • 
A  vote  for  the  vice-presidency  was  taken,  when  15  voted  for 
Mr.  Gostling,  2  for  Mr.  Woolley,  and  1  each  for  Messrs.  Atkins, 
Bottle,  and  Hills.  The  president  declared  Mr.  Gostling  to  be 
re-elected  vice-president  for  the  ensuing  year.  ...  A  treasurer 
was  then  elected,  18  votes  being  recorded  for  Mr.  Robbins,  and 
one  each  for  Messrs.  Hampson  and  Hills.  Mr.  Robbins  was 
therefore  declared  re-elected.  .  .  .  The  standing  orders  having 
been  adopted,  Mr.  Richard  Brembridge  was  reappointed  secre- 
tary and  registrar.  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  was  appointed  curator, 
and  Mr.  J.  R.  Hill  was  reappointed  assistant  secretary.
